Bya Two-Thirds Vote Congress 
Overrides the President’s 
Veto. 


The House Vote 122 to 59; 
the Senate Vote 41 
to 16. 


It Is Affirmed that the Presi- 
dent Is Glad the Bill 
Is a Law.

OVER THE VETO. 
LIKE A FLOCK OF SHEEP AFTER THEIR 
LEADER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 2.—The friends 
of the Jumbo River and Harbor bill feel a 
good deal more comfortable than they did 
twenty-four hours ago. Then they were an- 
gry, defiant, disheartened; now they are 
happy and jubilant. When Page and his 
confederates said, after the House adjourned 
yesterday, that they would pass the bill over 
the veto easily enough, they did not them- 
selves believe it. After 

A VERY CAREFUL STUDY 
of the roll of members, however, and a 
counting of noses, they made up their 
minds that there was a bare pos 
sibility of success. They were nerved 
to desperate efforts by the assurance 
received from numerous influential Senators 
last night that, if the veto could be overcome 
in the House, they would guarantee the pas- 
sage of the bill in the Senate. This lever 
was worked with great success by Page and 
his confederates upon some of the weaker 
brethren in the Heuse, who are watching to 
see when their Senator is going to sneeze, in 
order to have a spasm about the same time. 
The question of 
“poRK”  - 
was, of course, a vital one, and many members 
who had been willing enough to make a repu- 
tation as opponents of the measure when there 
seemed to be no particular danger of its de- 
feat, hesitated now when brought to face 
the alternative of giving a vote which might 
kill the bill.- A few members whose career 
as Congressmen will terminate with this 
Congress were besought to vote for the bill, 
as such a vote would do them no particular 
harm, and some of them consented. Other 
who were doubtful, and whom it was foun 
im te win over, were implo to 
Stay away from the Capitol on the plea of III 
ness, and in several cases such a plea is be- 
lieved to have been successful. There was 
also 
A SHREWD MANIPULATION OF PAIRS, 

Four men—Mutch, Cassidy, Schultz, and 
Prescott—who were present, and were op- 
posed to the bill, were prevailed upon to pair 
with four friends of the bill who were ab- 
sent. Had these four men declined, as would 
have been entirely proper for them to do 
under the circumstances, and had voted ac- 
cording to their convictions, the veto would 
have been sustained and tne job defeated. 
None of these enn apparently real- 
ized the worth of his vote, a vote in the nega- 
tive today being worth exactly two votes in 
the aflirmative, two-thirds being required to 
pass the bill over the veto. 

“We pulled every string,” exclaimed the 
jubilant Mr. Horr this afternoon. “I had 

„000 in the bill, and how could I vote 
against it?“ said another Western man. 
That sort ot a string was pulled with great 
success in many cases. 
A TEST VOTE 
was taken in the House on this bill exactly 
one week ago, and eleven men who then 
voted against it today voted for it. Had 
only two of them voted today as they 
did a week ro the veto would have 
been sustained. They were Burrows, 
Clements, Dawes, Ritchie, House, McMillin, 
Milla, Rice of Ohio Hatch, Simonton, and 
Taylor, five 1 publicans and six Democrats. 
One member Who voted for the bill on that 
occasion voted against it today—Mzr, Hill, of 
New Jersey. 
WHEN THE HOUSE ASSEMBLED 

this morning the friends ef the job did not 
by any means feel certain that they were 
clear of the woods. There was much con- 
sultation among them, much traveling about 
from one side of the House to the other, and 
some delay in opening the battle. At 
halt-past 11, however, Mr. Page, with a 
deep shade of anxiety in his voice, an- 
nounced that he was unanimously instructed 
by the Commerce Committee to ask for the 

assage of the bill over the President’s veto. 
Lassoh was on his feet immediately, and 


tried tointerpuse a motion to refer with in- 


structions, but 
: THE SPEAKER, 

evidently anxious to do ‘all he could to fur- 
ther the chances of the bill, continued to 
recognize Mr. Page until that gentleinan had 
moved the previous question. There was 
then a long wrangie over points of 
order—first, as to the right of Kas- 
son to have a vote on the motion to 
refer with instructions, and, secondly, as to 
his right to have a vote on the simple motion 
to refer. Twenty members at once were on 
their feet, each with a copy of the Manual 
and Digest“ in his hands, and each loaded to 
the muzzle with a speech on parliamentary 
law and practice. There was 

SUPPRESSED EXCITEMENT 
allthrough the hall and a manifest anxiety 
on all sides to have the vote taken with- 
out discussion. This, it appears, was 
the resolve of the Commerce Committee. 
They dared not discuss the bill or the 
veto, and they determined to apply the 

most mereilesly. After the Speaker 

had strained parliamentary law and prece- 
dent to rule out Kasson’s motion to refer, 
Kasson asked Page if he proposed to have 
the usual hour of debate after the previous 
question should be erdered. Page replied 
eurtly that he did not; that this bill had been 
discussed too much already. Kasson there- 
upon demanded the yeas and nays on the de- 
mand for the previous question, put 

ONLY FIFTEEN MEMBERS 


could be found to stand up on that demand, 
and it was not sustained. The vote 
was immediately taken on the question 
“Shall the bill ass notwithstanding 
the — of the President?” and was de- 
cided in the affirmative by a vote of 122 to 59. 
A changeof 2 votes would have defeated 
the bill. 

BEFORE THE NEXT CAMPAIGN IS OVER 
Democratic stump orators will make the 
welkin ring with denunciations of Republic- 
an extravagance on account of this very ex- 
travagant River and Harbor bill. The Re- 
publicans are no more responsiblethan are 
the rn an analysis of the vote 
will show. Oo pass the bill over 
the veto, sixty-five Republicans and 
fifty-seven Democrats voted. Against passing 
it over the veto, thirty-three Republicans 
and twenty-six Democrats—that is, 66 per 
cent of the Republican members present and 
68 per cent of the Democratic members 
ent stood by the bill, while 37 per cent of the 
Republican members present voted to sus- 
tain the veto, and only 32 ver cent of the 
Democrats did the same. The result in the 
Senate was similar. 

As soon as the result was announced there 


| wes hearty applause on both sides of the 


House, something which Was not heard after 
the reading of the veto message yesterday. 

THE FOLLOWING ANALYSIS OF THE VOTE 
by States is rather instructive. Of the four 
Alabama members present, all voted in the 
affirmative. The four Afkansas members 
were all present, and all voted in the affirma- 
tive. The-two California members present 
voted in the affirmative, as also did the three 
Connecticut members. ither Colorado, 
Delaware, nor Florida w represented in 
the vote. Of the seven rgia members 

resent, three voted * four against the 
bill. Of 


THE NINE ILLINOIS MEMBERS PRESENT, 
seven voted for and two against the bill. Of 
the eight Indiana members present, three 
were recorded in the affirmative and five in 
the negative. Iowa gave 4 votes for the 
bill, and 3 against it Kansas, with ail 
her members present, Gast a solid vote 
against the bill. Kentucky cast 2 affirm- 
ative and 3 negative votes. Five of the six 
Louisiana members were present, and all 
voted in the aflirmative. The two Maine 
members present and votiig were recorded 
in the negative. Maryland has six Represent- 
atives, and gave 5 votes for the bill, and 
none against it. Massachugetts gave the bill 
6 votes, while 2 were ed against it. 


The vote of 
MICHIGAN! 


was recorded 7 in the ative and 1 in 
the negative. The 3 votes af Minnesota were 
solid for the bill. Only three Mississippi 
members voted, all of them in affirma- 
tive. Missouri east 1 vote against the bill 
and 6 for it. Neither Nebraska nor Nevada 
was represented in the vote. New Hamp- 
shire gave 2 votes in the negative and none 
in the affirmative. New Jefsey gave 4 votes 
in the affirmative and 1 in negative. Fif- 
teen New York Representatives were pres- 
ent: 5 voted in the affirmafive and 10 in the 
negative. North Carolina,gave 2 for and 
1 against the bill. o was evenly 
divided, giving 7 votes’ for the 
bill and 7 against it. The ‘Oregon member 
voted for the bill. He get§a large slice of 
the “pork.” Pennsylvania gave 7 votes for 
the bill and 10 against it. ode island gave 
1 vote for and none it. South Caro- 
lina gave 3 for it and none nst. Tennes- 
see gave 5 for and 2 against it. Texas cast 
her 6 votes for the bill. Vermont cast 1 vote 
against it. Virginia gave 6 votes for the bill, 
and West Virginia gave her g votes for it. 
WISCON 

cast no votes against the pill and 5 for it. 
The Illinois members whe Yoted for the bill 
were Davis, Sherwin, He§derson, Cullen, 
Payson, Lewis, and Cannan. Those who 
voted against it were Springer and Town- 
shend. 

THE TRIP FROM THE HOUSE AND THROUGH 

THE SENATE. 

Long before the River and Harbor bill had 
passed the House the friends of the measure 
were . engaged in carvassing the Sen- 
ate. There had been during the night nu- 
merous long conferences between the friends 
of the measure in both Houses, and it was 
determined if possible to pass the bill over 
the veto. Accordingly, preparations to do 
this commenced in the Senate from the time 
of meeting. The vote by which the bill was 
passed in the first instance was secured and 
closely scrutinized. It was found the bill 
lacked a few votes of a two-thirds majority 
on the passage in the Senate, but that there 
were 


TEN PAIRA, 


Many of the persons paired were absent, 
while a greater percen of the friends of 
the bill were present. This was true in both 
Houses, as those who were the most earnest 
for the measure determined to remain in 
Washington until it was passed or its final 
defeat was assured, As ig hearly always the 
ease in such matters, those who were deter- 
mined upon securing the large appropria- 
tions remained-at their posts, While many 
who boast of economy in the abstract and of 
a zeal for the public service. found it neces- 
sary, under various 9 xts, to absent 
from Washington. It e to their ap- 
sence, and to — : - 

THE UNFAIR AND UNPARLIAMENTA RY, 
although not illegal system of — poy OY pen 
was adopted in both Houses, that the bill was 
passed over the veto. Pairing man for man 
is of course prover upon all bills the fate of 
which is determined by a majority vote, but 
upon measures which can only be deter- 
mined by a two-thirds vote the immemorial 
usage is toj pair two for one, as 
to pair even on a two-thirds meas- 
ure is but half a pair. Any 
reai opponent of the bill, who was sincere in 
his oposition, and who was not willing that 
the bill should be passed by taking advan- 
tage of any parliamentary trick. should have 
seen to it that two votes for the bill were 
paired against his vote against it. 

NOT ONE MAN DID THIS. 

In the long lists of pairs that were announced 
in the two Houses there was not one pre- 
tended opponent of the bill who took the 
pains to see to it that he secured a just 
parliamentary pair. This scheme was well 
understood, and it is believed to have been 
definitly agreed upon at the conferences 
during the night, and early this morning 
many of the absentees left pairs in the hands 
of friends, and, while the record will tech- 
nically show they were paired, as a matter 
of fact, pairing man for man, they were but 
half-paired. But for this the bill could never 
have ieft the House, and, of course, could 
not have been brought in the Senate. Those 
in the Senate who were anxious that the veto 
should be sustained were 

EMBARRASSED BY ONE CIRCUMSTANCE 
which was called to their attention early in 
the day. It was discovered that the gentle- 
men in the Senate who justly claim and who 
do enjoy the most intimate personal rela- 
tionship with the President were most zeal- 
ous in their efforts to secure the passage of 
the bill over the veto. One Senator in par- 
ticular, who is more often than any one else 
called the mouthpiece of the Administra- 
tion,“ in the inner workings upon the floor 
was specially zealous in behalf of the bill 


| and in opposition to the veto. He had a roll- 


call, 
HAD RUNNERS our 
in all directions upon the Republican and 
Democratic side, planned a campaign, 
checked off those who were certain to op- 
pose the bill over the veto, ascertained the 
ones who had voted against the bill on its 
passage who were willing to change their 
votes and to vote to pass it now, and gener- 
ally did everything that the most zealous ad- 
vocate of the measure could do to provide 
for its passage. He was in frequent con- 
sultation with me Democratic leaders, and 
among his adjutants, also With tally-sheets 
in their hands which they kept constantly 
checking, were some of thoes who would 
favor the bill, but who, for peculiar political 
reasons in their States, in view of the ap- 
proaching elections, found it expedient to 
vote against it. 
THIS ACTION 
of some important adjutants, if they may be 
so called, of the President was so marked 
that one of the Senators who consistently 
opposed the bill from the start stated he re- 
gretted to see it, but he was convinced that 
the President was really anxious that the bill 
should become a law, and that his veto should 
not be sustained. ‘The language of the Pres- 
ident’s right-hand men in their entreaties 
with Senators on behalt of the bill certainly 
tended to confirm this theory. One of them 
said to an opponent of the bill: Why. it 
will be 
A KINDNESS TO THE PRESIDENT 
to have it passed, after all. He has ac- 
complished all that he wanted by his veto, 
and will not feel aggrieved by any action 
which Congresss may take.“ The statement 
is, of course, an extraordinary one, and may 
be entirely unjust, but it is very certain that 
some Senators at least were convineed from 
what they saw today that the President was 
quite willing, if not pleased, that the bill 
should become a law,in spite of his veto. 
The circumstances attending the passage of 
the measure in the Senate certainly tended 
to confirm this theory. 
THE SENATORS 


were evidently more interested early this 
afternoon in the fate of the River and Har- 
bor bill than they were in the routine ques- 
tions under consideration in the Sundry Civil 
bill. Informal conferences were held in the 
cloak-rooms, at which tally-sheets were 
checked off, and the way in which a few Sen- 
ators would vote on the veto was discussed. 
Then word came from the Housethat the 
vote on the passage of the bill over the veto 
had been ordered, and it was not 
long before the result of the vote was 
known. All now depended on the Senate, 
and the Representatives came troopmmg over, 
jubilant at the idea that the; could return to 
their constituents with what they consider 
the additional claim to a renomination based

SENATOR LOGAN,

Arthur’s) judgment Congress had exercised 
an unwise decision in making appropriations 
for public works, would be unconstitutional. 
The Senator from Nevada was in the Cham- 
ber when the Senate met,and he worked 
earnestly to secure votes and arrange pairs 
that would insure a two-thirds majority for 
the bill.

The barge appro- 
priation for the Mississippi and Missouri was 
based upon the recommendations of the 
President in his special message. Exclusive 
of their tributaries, those two streams absorb 
$6,666,000 of the amount voted in the bill. 
Heretofore the appropriations for the Pacific 
slope have been very meagre. This year 
they are liberal. Three-fourths of the mem- 
bers of the House came before the Com- 
merce Committee urging appropriations for 
their respective districts, but we endeavored 
to frame the measure so that it would do 
justice to every section, and, if carfully an- 
alyzed.

NO OPEN SPLIT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 2.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention held today passed 
off quietly and without any open split. in 
so farit was a success, but it was far from 
being a success in some other important par- 
ticulars. It was evident from the very out- 
set that the Prohibition element of the party 
was to have no chance to express itself in the 
convention. Mr. English’s speech on calling 
the convention to order was an elaborate and 
carefully prepared argument against prohi- 
bition, and his utterances on that subject, to 
which he recurred again and again, 
were exceedingly emphatic. But it 
was noticeable that these expressions 
evoked applause only from a limited num- 
ber of the delegates, while the hundreas of 
Prohibitionists in the hall received them in 
ominous silence and with ill-concealed dis- 
gust. The selection of Mr. Coffroth as per- 
manent Chairman was 

SOMETHING OF A SURPRISE, 
but it was soon manifest that he was the very 
man to do what the bosses wanted done, and 
that was to throttle the convention and pre- 
vent any expression of opinion on the pro- 
hibitory amendment. There was great en- 
thusiasm when Mr. Hendricks came forward 
smilingly to read the resolutions which his 
committee had prepared, and his impressive 
announcement that they were the result of a 
protracted discussion in the committtee, and 
that the committee had found it necessary to 
make some concessions was listened to with 
eager interest. While the resolution on the 
prohibitory amendment was being read there 
was a dead silence throughout the hall, and 
every word was caught with bated breath. 
Then came a surprising coup d’état when 
the Chair announced that he was instructed 
by the committee to move the adoption of the 
platform as a whole, and, to that end, to 
move the previous question, 
EXCITED DELEGATES 
jumped to their feetin different parts of the 
house, but the convenient nearsightedness 
of Mr. Coffroth prevented him from recog- 
nizing any of them, and, rushing the matter 
through under the gag law, the platform was 
adopted before there was time for thought. 
The prohibition delegates essayed resistance, 
bnt finding that they had been outwitted by 
the bosses, Hendricks, McDonald, and En- 
glish, gave up the struggle, and a number of 
representative ones soon after left the hall 
and took no partinthe subsequent proceedings 
of the convention. The prohibition element 
are entirely dissatisfied with the platform. 
They regard the meaning of the resolution 
to be that the prohibitory amendment is to 
pe fought from this time on, and that it 
dges the party to the election of a Legis- 

ature which will 

REFUSE TO ADVANCE THE AMENDMENT 
to a vote of the people. In other words, that 
“submission according to the provisions of 
the constitution” means that the amendment 
will be submitted at the approaching elec- 
tions for members of the Legislature, and 
this is precisely the view which the liquor 


men take of it. Dr. Gerrish, of Seymour, said 


this evening that nothing was left for Prohi- 
bition Democrats but to fight the ticket, 
and that it would certainly be defeated by a 
large majority. The Hon. John R. East, of 
Bloomington, and other influential Prohibi- 
tion Democrats take the same view. A num-

first in the convention, and, if defeated there, 
then in thecampaign in opposition to the 
platform if need be. They will now have an 
opportunity to demonstrate the sincerity of 
their declarations by their works.

The thing ran on in this way down 
to the 303d ballot, when Jersey went over 
bodily to Wike. This, with Calhoun, Cass, 
and Pike, ran up his vote to 20—more than 
anybody had yet received. The Wike men 
were naturally jubilant, but apparently saw 
that they 

COULDN’T GROW ANY MORE JUST THEN 
at least, and so forbore to tear their linen. 
On the 314th ballot Jersey fell back to Good- 
rich, and at the end of the 330th Maj. Carlin 
sensibly moved to take a recess of thirty 
minutes after every ten ballots until some- 
body was nominated, The growing number 
of ballots, in Maj. Carlin’s opinion, was cal- 
culated to give the impression that the 
Democrats of the Twelfth Distriét were 
quarreling among themselves. Such an im- 
pression, he remarked, was along way off.

On the 
390th ballot Calhoun flopped back 
to Argust, and the result was ex- 
actly like that on the first 
ballot yesterday afternoon. At the end of 
the 400th ballot the convention was still 
where it started from yesterday. ‘Then it 
knocked off for another half-hour, and fell 
to caucusing out on the street corners and in 
the hotels; but all the caucusing and all the 
figuring didn’t settle it. On the first ballot 
after the recess Calhoun amused itself by 

ain taking up Argust, stuck to him a 
while, and then flop back to Wike. On 
the 414th ballot Scott created

by voting for Goodrich. Then it jumped 
from him to Withers, and back again down 
to the 430th ballot, when it came up smili 
again for Withers, and the convention took 
another rest. The next thirty ballots pro- 
duced no change in the result, and at theend 
of the Woti ballot the convention knocked 
off for dinner. On reassembling Calhoun 
fooled around with Argust for a few ballots, 
and then got back to Wike. Sam Force, the 
funny man from — came near pro- 
ducing a sensation when he announced that 
Jersey, after mature deliberation, had de- 
cided to cast its seven votes for Adams Coun- 
ty’s namesake, Adams A. Goodrich. The Sin- 
gleton men as well as others were shaking in 
their boots in ti expectation that he was 
about to say Adams County’s choice. The 
painful silence which prevailed during the 
announcement of Jersey’s vote was succeed- 
ed by a hearty good-natured laugh when che 
convention saw it was only one of 
Force’s little jokes. There were no more 
changes nor anything else to modify the 
monotony of the proceedings down to the 
490th ballot, when, after a thirteen-minutes’ 
session, the convention went off and had 
another recess. The Wike forces 
GOT THE JACKSCREWS TO WORK 
under the Brown County delegation, but 
somehow or other they didn’t lift an thing. 
Teefey held the boys together by pulling all 
the strings of a big local influence. It the 
delegation had split into three for Wike and 
three for Singleton, as the Wike men hoped 
it would, the little Roman from Pike would 
have got enough from Scott to make him 
twenty-nine. The Wike forces then relied 
on Jersey tocome over and make the nomi- 
nation.

Mr. Johnson, of Pike, now moved to do 
away with the frequent recesses after the one 
now in order, and to ballot right straight 
along until the convention get hungry again. 
Adams,, Brown, and Jessey opposed the 
move, but Pike, Greene, Scott, and Calhoun 
massed their strength and put it through. 
During the discussion Dr. N of 
Adams, said he was willing for one to kee 
on yoting without meat, drink, or rest until 
somebody was nominated, This Stalwart 
sentiment appealed ra;her strongly to all 
who were anxious to get through and go 
home, and was applauded vigorous- 
ly. The 52lst ballot which followed 
the recess brought a change. Capt. Hilt, 
Chairman of the Scott County delegation, 
said he believed Scott represented the voice 
of the Democratic party in the district.

and it ran on in that way until the end of 
the 582d, when Teefey moved a recess of 
thirty minutes, adding that he hoped the 
thing could be fixed up during the interval. 
The convention was agreed, and accordingly 
took another rest. ‘Teetey’s hopes didn’t 
materialize. Then the convention reassem- 
bled.

son moved to table the whole business, and 
the motion prevailed unanimously.

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 2.—According to

We 
ask only a recognition of the principle that the 
people have a right to settle the question. Year 
after year thousands of our citizens have peti- 
tioned the Legislature. Year after year thou- 
sands more will continue to petition for the sub- 
mission of this amendment until the question is 
settled by the sovereign power of the peo- 
ple. We sincerely hope that the political 
parties will favor the submission of this consti- 
tutional proposition, and thereby avoid all ne- 
cessity for organization by the pie independ- 
ent of party lines to secureit.

New York, Aug. 2.—The Republican Stäte 
Committee met in the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
today, only four of the thirty-three members 
being absent. Those not present were W. 
H. Leayeraft of the Third District, Joseph

committee was nearly finished. The atten- 
tion of the committte was first given to the 
late of holding the State Conven- 
on, and it was finally decided that 
it should be on the 2th of 
September. The vote on this question stood 
18 to 14, which was regarded as indicating 
very nearly the strength of Gov. Cornell in 
the State Committee. Those who favor his 
renomination for Governor were all desirous 
of selecting an early day for the convention. 
Most of them preferred Sept. 5, but it was 
finally agreed that when the committee came 
together they would propose the 13th. The 
opponents of Corneil’s nomination, on the 
other hand, preferred a later date for the 
convention, and, although some of them fa- 
vored the 27th, the 20th was finally agreed 
upon. It Was 
NOT STRICTLY A TEST VOTE 
between the friends and opponents of the 
Governor, for two or three of the substitutes, 
it was said, voted differently from what the 
principals would have done had they been 
present: but it was the only vote cast by the 
committee which indicated in any way the 
preferences of its members on Gubernatorial 
candidates, and for that reason it was 
watched with a deal of interest. There were 
three points brought forward and urged 
upon the committee as the places in which 
the convention should be held. These were 
Saratoga, Syracuse, and Rochester. Whena 
vote was formally taken, Saratoga was se- 
lected; receiving 17 to 13 for Syracuse and 3 
for Rochester. On the suggestion of Mr. 
Wheeler the committee voted unanimously 
to reimburse Gen. N. M. Curtis for his ex- 
penses in defending himself against the 
prosecution of the civil-service reformers, 
and to refund the $1,000 fine in cause he should 
be finally eompelled to payit. The Execu- 
tive Committee was authorized to audit Gen. 
Curtis’ expenses. 
AFIER i HE ADJOURNMENT 
of the committee the significance of its ac- 
tion, so far as candidates were concerned, 
was generally discussed. The prevalent 
opinion was to the effect that it indicated 
Stronger opposition to the renomination 
of Gov. Cornell than was generally 
thodght to exist, and thas between 
this time and the convention there would be 
some lively work done in the way of can- 
vassing for delegates. The opponents of the 
Governor talked of “big developments” in 
a few days, but gave no indication of what 
Was to expected. Some surprise 
was expressed by the Governor’s friends 
because Michael Cregan and Cornelius Van 
Scott. of this city, and James D. Warren, of 
Buffalo, and others who were thought to be 
in favor of his renomination, and who have 
expressed such a preference very recently, 
voted against his supporters on the commit- 
tee. Too much reliance, however, is not to 
be placed upon any action which the com- 
mittee took as indicating a preference one 
way or the otner.

LINSEED OIL. 


a ‘Break in the Immense Pool by the 
Failure of Wright, the Philadeiphia 
Manager. ; 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 2.—There is a 
break in the linseed-oil pool. About five 
years ago a number of the principal oper- 
ators in linseed oil in Buffalo, St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, and Chicago effected a combination 
to force a “corner” and control the prices in 
all the larger cities. The headquarters were 

in Chicago, the manager-in-chief being a 

shrewd and well-known merchant nanied 

Wright. Agents were selected for the largér 

cities, and the choice for Philadelphia, an ex- 

tensive market for linseed oil, fell upon Mr. 

Thomas Wright, a brother of the Western 

manager, a middle-aged gentleman of marked 

business tact and energy, and of such a genial 
nature as to make him universally popular. 

He located in Tioga, began operations, and 

built up an immense trade, receiving con- 

signments of oil by the car-load and keeping 

a large stock in the large storage warehouse 

subject to the demands of the city trade. 

Every gallon of oil paid him a toll or eom- 

mission for sale, and, finding himself in re- 

ceipt of anincome of $10,000 to $15,000 a 

year, like many another oil-operator in Penn- 

sylvania, he began to branch out in his style 
of living, and kept up an appearance be- 
fitting a man with a handsome income.

COERCIVE TEMPERANCE. 


Samuel J. Tilden in 1855 on Questions 
of Importance in 1882—An Old Docu- 
ment of Great Interest. 

The following letter was written in 1855, 
when the writer was a candidate for Attor- 
ney-General of New York: , 

New York, Oct. 3. 1855.—GENTLEMEN: 
Your letter asking my opinion as to the law 
recently enacted in this State, and entitied 
“An act for the prevention of intemper- 
ance, pauperism, crime,” has been re- 
ceived. 

The question relates to the functions of the 
office for which I have been nominated, and 
may reasonably, and does, in fact, largely.oc- 
cupy the attention of the electors. Under 
the circumstances, 1 have no hesitation in 
stating to you opihions which have been ex- 
pressed to so many persons and for so long a 
period as to protect me trom the suspicion of 
shaping them to the present exigency, and 
which accord entirely with the rules for con- 
structing our State and Federative Constitu- 
tions, the principles of political economy, and 
the convictions as to the proper sphere of 
government | which my political ac has 
been hitherto invariably guided.

The total expenses of the Government for 
the fiscal year, including ordinary and peg- 
manent appropriations, will be, therefore, 
$375,000,000.

The nominal surplus 
will consequently be $35,000,000, But this is 
exclusive of the sinking fund, which is 
merely a fiction of bookkeeping. Including 
the sinking fund the surplus will be 880, 000, 
000, 

ENGLAND still insists upon the withdrawal 
of the Sultan’s moral support from Arabi as 
a condition precedent to the landing of Turk- 
ish troops in Egypt. Remembering that the 
last public recognition of Arabi by the Sul- 
tan was in the form of a decoration, En- 
gland is determined that the next public 
recognition shall be in the form of a procla- 
mation declaring Arabi a rebel and an out- 
law. In the conference yesterday at 
Constantinople Lord Dufferin said that 
while England would welcome Turkey’s 
aid in the restoration of order and the 
maintenance of the Khedive’s authority 
as the rightful ruler of Egypt, the proclama- 
tion of Arabi as a rebel must precedé the ac- 
ceptance of such aid. The Turkish repre- 
sentative stated the position of his Govern- 
ment to be unchanged on this point, 
the Porte insisting that the procla- 
mation would be ineffectual and tend 
rather to aggravate than improve the situa- 
tion unless it should be made public in 
Egypt simultaneously with the landing of 
the Turkish expedition. Meanwhile the re- 
lation of Russia to the conference remains 
uncertain, and decisive action in any direc- 
tion seems to be impossible. 


CONGRESS OVERRIDES THE VETO. 

Both Houses of Congress yesterday passed 
the River and Harbor bill over the Presi- 
dent’s veto. The vote in the House was— 
yeas 122, nays 59, or one more than the nec- 
essary two-thirds... The vote ih the Senate 
was—yeas 41, nays 16, or three more than the 
required two-thirds. Senator Logan called 
attention to the fact that the result in both 
Houses was obtained by pairing. Members 
paired against the bill counted no more than 
members paired in its favor. But two-thirds 
of each House being needed to pass a biff 
over a veto, each negutive vote was worth 
two affirmative votes. If members who pre- 
tendeg to be opposed to the bill had been 
sincere in their affectation of honesty, or if 
the spirit in accordance with which the pairs 
were made had been observed by both sides, 
the bill would have been defeated. 

The fact that the bill has passed both 
Houses over the veto and is nowa law does 
not change its character. It is a long time 
since a two-thirds vote of Congress was a 
testimonial of virtue in regard to any meas- 
ure. The bill is not better or worse today 
than it was yesterday or the day before. It 
is still a log-rolling measure, squandering 
millions of money in little creeks and bay- 
ous; stimulating the public appetite for 
plunder; encouraging and rewarding mem- 
bers whose sole ambition is to get money out 
of the Treasury for selfish purposes, individ- 
ualizing localities at the expense of the Na- 
tion; and sinking the great ends of legitimate 
internal improvements in a slough of jop- 
bery and corruption. 

We do not envy the Northern members 
who have voted for this bill the greeting they 
will have from their constituents. Outside 
of the Solid South, where the old flag is not 
loved unless “appropriations” are stamped 
upon its face, there are not many Con- 
gressional districts where the River and 
Harbor bill, taking the bad with the good, 
will be applauded. Few Northern con- 
stituencies certainly can be gratified by it, 
for there are few Northern constituencies 
that do not lose by it more than they gain. 
The Solid South, owing to the persistence of 
its Senators and Representatives, is the chief 
beneficiary of the bill. This will appear 
from the following table showing the appro- 
priations allotted to each of the sixteen ex- 
slave States exclusive of the Lower Missis- 
sippi River appropriations:

In the above table one-half of the cost of 
improvihg the Missouri River from its mouth 
to Sioux City is charged to the State of Mis- 
souri.

Allof this 
sum is properly chargeable to the South. It 
includes appropriations for the “harbors ” 
of New Orleans, Natchez, Memphis, and 
Vicksburg. Very little, if any, of the appro- 
priation will be used for the legitimate im- 
provement of the navigation of the river. 
If the cost of the lower Mississippi improve- 
ment be added to the other local appropria- 
tions for the South the total share of the 
plunder carried off by that section will be 
$9,240,000, or one-half the whole amount of 
tne bill. Yet the South contains but one- 
third of the population of the Union, and 
pays but one-fifth of the taxes. By what 
right does it claim one-half of the river and 
harbor appropriations ? 

In spite of the action of Congress the Pres- 
ident has reason to be satisfied with the veto 
message. None of his arguments has been 
met or overcome by the votes of members. 
The veto was based on high constitutional 
grounds. The President’s principal objec- 
tion to the bill was that it contained appro- 
priations for purposes not “ of common de— 
tense or general welfare, and which would 
not promote commerce among the States.“ 
Congress derives all its right to make appro- 
priations for internal improvements from the 
enumerated powers granted to it by the Con- 
stitution: (1) To jevy ana collect taxes to 
pay the debts and provide for the common

If 
there are any Congressmen so feeble or faith- 
less that they have no higher claims upon 
their constituents than those which are pre- 
sented in this bill, it is sincerely to be hoped 
that they will be retired to private life. In 
that event the veto will confer a secondary 
benefit which possibly was not anticipated 
by the President when he sent it in. 

The passage of the bill wül haye one good 
result: it will hasten the day of adjourn- 
ment. The people have no other boon toask 
of Congress at this session but that it shall 
pass the appropriation bills as speedily as 
possible and adjourn. 


THE DEMOCRATIC STRADDLE IN INDI- 
ANA 


The Indiana Democrats met at Indianapo- 
lis yesterday and nominated candidates for 
Secretary ot State, Treasurer, Auditor, and 
Clerk of the Supreme Court. They also 
adopted a series of regolutions. The resolu- 
tion relating to the prohibitory amendment 
was the most important act of the conven- 
tion. It is as follows: 

The Democratic party is now as it has always 
been opposed to all sumptuary legislation, and 
it is — gpposed to the proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Indiana Known as 
the prohibitory amendment, and we are in favor 
of the submission of said proposed amendment. 
as weil as ali the other proposed amendments, to 
the people, according to the provisions of the 
Constitution for its owg amendment, and the 
people have the right th oppose or favor the 
adoption of any or all the amendments at all 
stages of their consideration, and any submis- 
sion of a constitutional amendment to a vote of 
the people should be at a time and under cir- @ 
cumstances most favorable toa full vote, and 
therefore should be at a general election. 


This resolution has on its face evident 
marks of the handiwork of the Hon. Thomas 


tee which reported it, and it fully sustains 
his reputation for double-dealing and eva- 
sion. The question before the people of In- 


prohibitory amendment should be submitted 
toa popular vote or not. Parties have di- 
vided and candidates have been nominated 
on that issue. It was expected that the 
Legislature would be chosen with reference 
to it. But Mr. Hendricks saw that if the 
Democratic party permitted itself to be fully 
identified with one side or the other the Re- 
publicans would elect a majority of both, 
branches of the Legislature. 

There were many Democrats, constituting 
a respectable minority of the party, in favor 
of submission. They insisted upon having 
a resolution to that effect embodied in the 
platform. On. the other hand, there was 
another wing of the party, including all the 
liquor interest (useful not only for the votes 
it controls but for its contributions to the 
campaign funds), which was opposed to pro- 
hibitory legislation of any kind of to the 
consideration of the question by the Legisla- 
ture. The differences between these factions 
seemed to be irreconcilable. ‘There was 
possibly but one man in the United States 
who would have attempted to meet the views 
of both. That man was Thomas A. Hen- 
drieks whose ability in espousing opposit 
sides of the same question at the 


ot “The Great American Straddler.”’ It re- 
mained for Mr. Hendricks to declare that the 
Democratic party of Indiana was bitterly 
hostile to prohibitory legislation of any kind, 
but in favor of having a constitutional 
amendment looking to the prohibition of the 
sale or manufacture of intoxicating liquors 
submitted to the people. 

The Indiana resolution undoubtedly ex- 
hibits a certain quality of adroitness and 
cunning, but we shall be very much sur- 
prised if it has the effect which its authors 
anticipate for it. It will repel many voters 
on both sides; Advocates of the amendment 
will not be pleased by the announcement 
that the Democratic party is unaltera- 
bly opposed to its adoption. Opponents 
of the amendment will be irritated by the 
declaration that the Democratic party is in 
favor of submitting it to the people. The 
vote of a Legislature in favor of submitting 
such an amendment to the people is of itself 
a form of coercive teetotal legislation. It 
has hitherto been so interpreted by the anti- 
prohibition voters and their newspapers. 
The action of the lowa and Kansas Legisla- 
tures in submitting such amendments was 
roundly denounced by the German press as 
a menace to personal liberty. In such mat- 
ters the right of the majority to rule is not 
admitted. What will be thought of the In- 
diana Legislature if, with the full consent of 
the Democrftic members, it shall follow the 
precedent set in lowa and Kansas ? 

Mr. Hendricks has again overreached him- 
self. He has attempted to do too much. He 
has trifled with the convictions of both sides, 
and in so doing has shown that neither he 
nor his party has any abiding principles on 
this important question. His political cow- 
ardice is very characteristic. He has never 
failed to show it when any great question 
calling for an honest and direct statement of 
his views has arisen. But as shuffling 
and duplicity. have never helped him 
in the past, so they will be of 
no service to his party in Indiana 
during the pending campaign. He has sim- 
ply thrown the prohibition question out of 
court for this year. If both parties declare 
in favor of submitting the amendment, what 
question in relation to it remains to be tried 
by the people before it is submitted? Evi- 
dently none. The decisive vote has not been 
postponed by this action. It has simply been 
agreed that there shall be such a vote, and 
that all the preliminaries shall be re- 
garded as settled. So the opponents of coer- 
cive teetotalism have been abandoned by the 
Democratic party before the lines of battle 
have been formed or the first gun fired. — 


NAVY PRIZE-MONEY. 

The idea of Senator Logan to do away in 
future with prf&e-money for the navy is one 
which under our military legislation com- 
mends itseif to every impartial mind. The 
question was many times asked during the 
Rebellion why the navy was allowed the 
value of its captures, while the army re- 
ceived nothing but hard knocks for the en- 
emy’s property which fell into its possession. 
This question has never been been satisfac- 
torily answered. ‘The hardship and exposure 
the army underwent, the risks it ran, were 
immeasurably greater than those jpcurred by 
the navy. Besides, our army filled by 
men who, from motives of patriotism, had 
sacrificed every business interest to answer 
the country’s call, and who left the ranks at 
the close of the War bankrupt in business 
and so shattered in health as to deprive them 
in future of the power to make suitable livings 
for themselves and families. Many, very 
many, of these, if the rule of prize-money had 
been allowed to them as it was to the nav 7.

There 
weresfew in the navy who were not benefited 
in pocket by the war—many to such an ex- 
tent that their receipt of prize- money made 
them really wealthy. There are, we believe, 
a number of naval Officers who received large 
amounts of p@ize-money for captures during 
the Rebellion which were almost solely due 
to the army, and in the accomplishment of 
which the naval force present took but a 
minor part. They are enabled to live in lux- 
ury, while those of the army who partici- 
pated in the danger have nothing to show 
for it but the consciousness that they per- 
formed well the duty for which they volun- 
teered. 

Our custom on this subject differs from 
that of Great Britain, from which most of 
our military laws were originally derived. 
By the English rule, property captured on 
land during a war legally becomes tie prop- 
erty of the Crown, but such property is al- 
ways sold and the proceeds divided pro rata, 
among the captors. Ifany of it is used by the 
Government it is appraised at its proper valu- 
ation and the Government pays to the capt- 
ors the amount thus fixed upon. For exam- 
ple, at the close of the Peninsular war the 
Duke of Wellington reported that more than 
$5,000,000 worth of property had been capt- 
ured from the French by his army and used 
in Government service, and the claim was 
paid by the British Government. In other 
European countries the same thing holds. 
Each has its own method of dividing the 
proceeds of captured property among the 
members of its land forces, but in each the 
principle of allowing booty, as it is called, to 
the army is as fully recognized as that of 
awarding prize-money to the navy. 

In legislating for our army Congress has 
never acknowledged this principle. On the 
contrary, it has always required that the pro- 
ceeds of property captured from an enemy 
on land should be turned into the Treasury. 
It has, however, sanctioned it for the navy. 
Surely no such allowance should be neces- 
sary to incite our navy to do its duty. The 
army has never received it. It has succeeded 
in performing the work required of it with- 
out such reward, and why have we not the 
right to expect the same fmm the navy? 
Either the allowance of prize-money should 
be taken from the navy or it should also be 
granted to the army. Let them both stand 
upon the same footing in all such matters. 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR VOTES. 
An analysis of the votes by which the 
tiver and Harbor bill was passed over the 

veto yesterday shows that in the House 
parties were about evenly divided for and 
against it. The House voted as follows: 
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82 181 
More Republicans than Demoerats voted 
against the bill; and, in proportion to the 
relative numbers of the two parties, as many 
Democrats as Republicans voted for it. The 
vote in the House on concurring in the re- 
port of the Conference Committee July 27 
was, yeas 111, nays 82; total, 195, or twelve 
more than were cast yesterday. Thirty-nine 
Republicans and forty-three Democrats then 
voted against the bill. It is evident there 
was some vigorous dodging yesterday. 
In the Senate the vote was as follows:

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More Democrats than Republicans voted 
for it, and four times as many Republicans 
as Democrats voted against it. In view of 
the veto sent in by a Republican President 
and the votes in both Houses, it is not too 
much to call the bill a Democratic measure. 
The appropriations for the Solid South ac- 
complished the purpose for which they were 
intended. 

A further examination of the votes of yes- 
terday indicates that a number of Represent 
atives and Senators were not above pretend- 
ing to be opposed to the bill when it was in 
no danger ot being defeated, but were secret- 
ly in favor of it. In the House July 26, on a 
motion to cogcur in the report of the Confer- 
ence Committee, 111 votes were cast in the 
affirmative and 82 votes in the negative. The 
negative votes were presumably given by 
members who knew their own minds. The 
bill was then in form as it went to the Presi- 
dent. Yet the following Republicans who 
voted against agreeing to the con- 
ference report and sought to get a 
fictitious reputation for honesty among 
their constituents hastily retreated from 
this position and voted to pass the 
bill over the veto as soon as it seemed to be 
in real danger: Burrows, of Michigan; 
Dawes, Rice, Ritchie. and Taylor, of Ohio. 
The following Democrats. who were in favor 
of retrenchment and reform July 26 were in 
favor of the old flag and an appropriation ”’ 
Aug. 2: Clements, of Georgia: Hatch, of 
Missouri; Mills, of Texas; House, MeMil- 
lin, and Simonton, of Tennessee. Twelve 
Republicans and fourteen Democrats who 
voted against agreeing to the conference re- 
port were conveniently absent or paired 
when the question of passing the bill over the 
veto was called up for consideration. Each 
pair of a negative vote was as good as 
two affirmative votes; yet some of the 
original opponents of the job made 
pairs with full knowledge of this fact. Deus- 
ter, of Milwaukee, and Wilson, of West Vir- 
ginia, who voted against the bill when it 
first passed the House, promptly voted to 
pass it over the veto. 

Even the Senate did not escape a similar 
display of demagogy. Call, of Florida, and 
Jackson, of Tennessee, who voted against 
the bill when it passed the Senate, rushed to 
its rescue when their votes were needed. 
Mitchell, Chilcott, Plumb, Harris, Beck, and 
Lapham were paired, against the bill, giving 
two votes for one; anditis no compliment 
to their intelligence to suppose that they did 
not know what the effect of their action 
would be. 


CONSCIENCE IN POLITICS. 

Mr. John Bright in his long and useful 
public service, now covering a period of 
forty years in Parliament and the Ministry, 
has done many honorable and commendable 
things, but nothing more honorable and com- 
mendable than his retirement, not alone as 
affects his own reputation, but as furnishing 
an example worthy of imitation, though 
there ismo danger that it will be followed to 
any considerable extent. It will be remem- 
bered that the occasion of Mr. Bright’s re- 
tirement was his disagreement with the 
Egyptian policy of the Government. He re- 
mained in the Ministry until the last mo- 
ment, until English guns had opened upon 
Alexandria, and then retired: but before 
doing so explained his reasons to the House 
of Commons in a few terse sentences, which 
every politician ought to frame and hang up 
conspicuously for reference. 

Mr. Bright’s speech was both a satisfactory, 
though most unusual, defense of his course, 
and an arraignment of the policy of the Gov- 
ernment. The arraignment lies in the fol- 
lowing words: The moral law is. intended 
not only for individual life but for the life 
and practice of States in their dealings with 
one another. 1 think that in the present 
case there has been a manifest violation both 
of international law and of the moral law, 
and therefore it is impossible for me to give 
my suppert to it.” It required courage for 
Mr. Bright to stand up in the House of Com- 
mons and make this statement at a — 
when the news of the British bombardmen 
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had wakened the popular military pride, had 
merged all differences of opinion in that 
uprising of popular patriotism which 
always follows the actual news of 

and had brought all parties to the support of 
the Government. But the fact that the En- 
glish war vessels were bombarding the 
Egyptian forts and that the Egyptian gun- 
ners were firing upon the English flag did 
not alter the character of the war. It was 
none the less a violation of international law 
in precipitating war while a conference 


called by England herself was deliberating 


upon the situation, and in attacking a nation 
upon a pretext that was not based on any 
treaty stipulation. It was none the less a 
violation of moral law, none the less the at- 
tack of a mighty Power upon a weak 
one; none the less an assault whose ulti- 
mate purpose is to place the mighty Power’s 
agents in position where they can aid her to 
strip the little and weak one. 

Convinced that the Government was vio- 
lating both international and moral law, Mr. 
Bright might still have remained in office a 
passive spectator and kept silent. His ofli- 
cial duties, which were merely matters of 
form, did not bring him into close connec- 
tion with the actual operations of the Minis- 
try as affecting Egypt. In point of fact, he 
had remained passive until the news came 


that the first gun had been fired. Then, said 


Mr. Bright, I asked my calm jndgment and 
my conscience what was the part I ought to 
take. They pointed it out to me, as I think, 
with an unerring finger, and I am endeavor- 
ing to follow it.“ Probably no other ut- 
terance in Mr. Bright’s long and hon- 
orable career will strike the political 
world with such astonishment as this. It 
will hardly be believed by politicians, it 
certainly will not be compreh@nded. 
“Judgment and conscience”! Singular 
guides nowadays in forming decisions!* He 
would be a bold man who should rise in the 
American Congress and announce that his 
conscience had made suggestions to him. 
There may be men who have acted upon 
their judgment, perhaps wth doubts as to 
their sanity, but where are those who have 
persona! consclencegy in their constituency 
and feel beholden to them? It would be a 
time of singular purity and exaltation in 
politicagshould men submit themselves to 
their inward monitors, and yet it might oc- 
casion extreme confusion were such a test 
of conduct to be followed. The exodus 
from offices .would be appalling, and it 
might be difficult ever to fill them 
again. Perhaps, therefore, it is better 
to admire Mr. Bright in his solitary 
grandeur than to urge his example for gen- 
eral imitation in these conscienceless days. 
All the same, however, Mr. Bright out of the 
Ministry is a nobler figure than Mr. Glad- 
stohe in it. The plain old Quaker, always 
the leader in every battle for humanity and 
human rights, retirmg from an exalted and 
honorable office and holding it beneath con- 
sideration, if it must be occupied at the cost 
of his. personal honor and morality, has 
again commended himself to the respect and 
love of the worid, however strange his con- 
duct may appear to politicians or however 
plain and old-fashioned he may appear amid 
the pomps and pageantries and military up- 
roar of an unjust war. ® 


OUR NATIONAL TRADE. 

The shipments of wheat from New York, 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore on Monday last 
were something in. excess of 1,000,000 of 
bushels, and the sales of wheat in Chicago 
vesterday for shipment to the seaboard were 
equal to two cents a bushel in advance of 
Monday’s prices. The indications all point 
to the fact that the demand for wheat from 
this quarter has begun, and promises to be 
vigorous and continued. The knowledge 
that the wheat is to be had has been prompt- 
ly followed by the demand for it from those 
who want it. 

During the last eight months the so-called 
balance of trade” has been severely against 
us, caused by an increased volume of im- 
pofts and a great decline of exports, and to 
this has been added a constant export of 
gold, in place of the import of the same coin 
in 181. The changeégin the character of the 
trade between 1880-81 and 1881-82 may be 
thus seen by comparison:

These figures are to the close of July, and 
these items indicate how great the change 
has been. We have been drawing dry goods 
instead of gold, and shipping gold instead of 
breadstuffs and provisions. Even on the 2d 
of August about a million of dollars of 
gold was sent abroad. 

With the ist of August, however, begins 
generally the shipment of the new crop of 
wheat, and, as we have already noticed, the 
shipment of wheat. Monday from the three 
Atlantic ports was equal to 1,000,000 of 
bushels. The sales here for immediate ship- 
ment to the seaboard, and for shipment 
during August and September, promise, as 
we stated yesterday, notwithstanding the 
bountiful character of the crop, to equal all 
of the wheat crop of 1882 that can be brought 
hither and forwarded in that time. Largeas 
the crop promises to be, there seems no ques- 
tion that there will be a demand for every 
bushel that can be spared. 

The large surpluses which this country had 
to sell for several years preceding 1881, with 
the good prices obtained, blessed the agri- 
cultural industry directly, and the whole 
country as a eonsequence, with a prosperity 
which was all the more grateful because of 
the industrial and financial depression dating 
back to 1873-’74 and continuing for some years 
later. The long series of years when this 
country was building up a debt and paying 
for it with all the coin in the land was 
brought to a close, and the farms of the land 
at last were able to reverse that tide. Though 
every branch of the Government had been 
for years levying substantially an export tax 
on agricultural products and making farm, 
forest, and mines contribute to building up 
the protected mills, factories, and furnaces, 
the cottonfield and the farmyard at last 
found a market from which they brought 
back merchandise and revenue, and, in addi- 
tion, foreign dealers with their gold. During 
thoge few years there were brought back to 
the United States a great mass of American 
bonds held abroad, on which the shipment 
of interest was arrested, but there was 
poured into this country a supply of gold 
hitherto unprecedented. 

The comparative shortage in the agricult- 
uraé products of 1881 afforded the country a 
smaller surplus for export, and the difference 
in volume of what we sold to go abroad is 
shown in the reduced values of those exports 
and in the diminished amount of gold sent 
hither. It is possible, further, that our 
deficiency in produce exports was to some 
extent supplied by shipments hence of 
American securities. 

The ist of August, 1882, begins perhaps a 
restoration of our sale of an increased sur- 
plus of breadstuffs, and, should the corn crop 
meet the later expectations of the more 
sanguine, of a liberal surplus of provisions 
also. At all events, despite our increased 
importation of merchandise, it is possible the 
flight of gold may be arrested, and we shall 
receive some of the store of that commodity 
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ise that the depression in our National trade 


Will be overcome, and that with an increased 


sale of exports will terminate even the ap- 
pearance of any financial disturbance. What 
the country needs most seriously is such an 
adjustment of our tariff that our manufact- 
urers, instead of being limited and confined 
to the mere production for local trade, will 
become manufacturers on a larger scale; 
that with cotton growing at the doors of the 
factories, with cheap food, with unlimited 
internal transportation, and inexhaustible 
fuel, the United States should employ its 
labor and its machinery in the production of 
manufactures for the world’s markets, and 
then, with the combined surplus of our 
factories and of our farms, duplicate the Na- 
tional protit which is now the work of agri- 
culture alone. 


‘Tue special correspondent of the New 
York World, who has recently been traveling 
through Utah, if he were not sent there with 
instructions to place the Mormons in as favora- 
ble a licht as possible before its r@.ders has evi- 
dently been most egregiously befooled by the 
Mormons themselves and led into some remark- 
able errors.

The Salt Lake Tribune, however, takes the 
wind completely out of this attempt to advertise 
Mormon charity and generosity,“and shows not 
only an absence of Mormon charity to the public 
at large, but within the secret circles of its own 
sect. it shows that no notice of the kind above 
is known in Sait Lake at all, and that there is no 
such rule of the church, S0 far is the real con- 
dition of things from this, there are numerous 
destitute Mormons, brutally neglected by thajr 
own church and depending upon Gentiles to keep 
them from want, while people who wander about 
the city seeking alms never apply to the tithing- 
office or Mormon Bishops without meeting witha 
gruff refusal. The only uppeals made by the 
Mormon authorities are for tithes, for contribu- 
tions to the emigration fund, to tempie funds, 
to funds for the relief of Bishops, and to funds 
for the support of Mormons who have violated 
the laws ot the United States. The Jribune 
closes its vigorous protest against the Worid's 
Mormon advertisement as follows: The neg- 
lect, squalor, and suffering which Mormons have 
had toendure when left to the tender mercies 
of their own brethren is something appalling, 
and the history of instances of these form some 
of the most harrowing and revolting chapters in 
the common life of the people. The World man 
must try some other dodge to impress the coun- 
try with the beauties of the Mormon character. 


One of the most striking of the numerous 
tables issued by tho. Bureau of Statistics on the 
subject of immigration shows the decrease of 
late years, both absolutely and comparatively, 
in the arrivais from Ireland. In 1851 these had 
reached their greatest abundance, the number 
being 221,253. Thirty years later, in 1881, they 
had fallen to less than a third—to 70,909 in the 
greatest of all immigration years. In 1877 they 
had dropped to only 14,791, or to less than one in 
sixteen of the amount a quarter of a century 
before. In the two years 1551 and 1852 nearly 
400,000 Irish landed in this country; but such 
heavy draugbts on the population of the island 
at last had their effect, and the tremendous out- 
How fell off in quantity. Another fact of inter- 
est on this subject, much iess generaily known 
(says the New York Sun), is that during the last 
thirty years the immigration from Engiand has 
as steadily increased as that from ireland has 
fallen off. In 1861 the immigration from Ireland 
was more than 260 times as great as that from 
Engiand; but in 1881 thé Engiish immigration 
was more than 5,000 larger than the Irish. In 
forty years our English immigration has in- 
creased from only M47 in a year to 76,547. Once 
more, while in the long period from 1820 to 1860 
the Irish immigration was more than twice as 
great as that from all Great Britain, and while 
for twenty years it was three times as great, 
ever since 1860 it has been much less than the 
immigration from the ‘remainder of the British 
isles during each successive year, except 1880. 
That year it made up its average from the pre- 
ceding one, when the immigration from Great 
Britain was nearly doubie that from Ireland. 
Finally, Irish immigration thirty years ago sur- 
passed that from all countries combined, and 
last year it bad fallen to less than one-tenth of 
the total, being smaller than even that from 
Norway and Sweden. 

Tue Emperor of Germany, in spite of his 
86 years, leads a remarkably active life. While 
undergoing his water-cure at Ems, he drank, 
about 8 o’clock in the morning, his first glass of 
Kriinchen, and, with the assistance of a light 
cane, took a stroll through the park. During 
bis walk his Majesty chatted with the ladies. 
the superior officers, the high functionaries, or 
the little children whom he happened to meet. 
As the Emperor took Kesselbrunner waters as 
well as those of Kriinchen, the promenade lasted 
until 10 o’ciock, when he returned to his modest 
apartments at the Curhaus for breakfast. The 
afternoons were given up to business, for every 
day brought messengers with enormous dis- 
patches from Berlin. Then the reports of Gen. 
Albedyil, Councilor Wilmoski, or M. de Bülow 
were gone into. At 4o’clock dinner was served, 
to which the principal members of the Emper- 
or's suite and the distinguished persons who 
had been received during the day were invited. 
After dinner there was a long drive. Toward 8 
o’clock the old man returned to the town and 
visited the theatre, often on foot. Long into 
the nighta light might have been seeu at the 
little window of his room, where he sat up work- 
ing long after everybody else had gone to bed. 
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NEW York letter: The announcement of a 
six-story building without windows gives one a 
new idea of architecture. The object is to se- 
cure perfect safety against fire. The safety- 
deposit business was started twenty years-ago 
by Francis P. Jenks. At present there are at 
least a dozen here of such establishments, 
though few of this number are of real impor- 
tance. The first safety-deposit company was 
intended solely for bonds and valuable papers; 
but the newly-projected establishment will re- 
ceive plate, pictures, furniture, and miscellane- 
ous valuables, The area of the structure being 
nearly a balf-acre, the six stories wil give a vast 
capacity, which will be eagerly improved, as this 


will be the only really fire-proof warehouse in 


the city. Its location, being opposit the Union 
Depot, will be very convenient for the Vander- 
bilta, who have nearly $100,000,000 of bonds and 
stocks, and need just such an institution. Jay 
Gould also lives near by, and will find this a very 
convenient place to keep his millions. The 
Astors have what is called a fireproof building 
of their own, but it would not be surprising if 
they also became patrons of the new establish- 
ment.

AT THE SITTING OF THE CONFERENCE 
today Onou, the Russian representative. 
and Said Pasha, Turkish delegate, made dec- 
larations on behalf of their respective Gov- 
ernments. 

Lord Dufferin explained England's action 
at Alexandria. lie said the forts had been 
destroyed solely as a measure of defense, 
and the steps which followed were imposed 
by the circumstances. England's sole object 
was to restore peace and order, to secure the 
free navigation of the Suez Canal, and to re- 
store the authority of the Khedive. While 
reserving liberty of action, events might ren- 
der it necessary for England to gccept the co- 
operation of any Power ready to give it. 
Lord Dufferin added: “ We also accept the 
Sultan’s friendly aid. Weare glad to be re- 
lieved of the uncertainty regarding the real 
intentions of the Sultan caused by the deco- 
ration bestowed upon Arabi Pasha. We still 
require that a proclamation be issued sup- 
porting the authority of the Khedive and de- 
claring Arabi Pasha a rebel.“ 

The Ottoman Plenipotentiaries made the 

following declaration: We have taken 
note of the communications of Lord Dufferin 
and each member of the conference regard- 
ing the point that England is obliged to 
maintain troops in Egypt in consequence of 
the inaction of the Porte. The Ottoman 
representatives are of the opinion that the 
action on the part of the Sultan would be 
more practical and efficacious than action by 
England. The assertion of inaction on the 
part of the Porte is unfounded, as, after the 
presentation of the identical note, the Porte 
ugreed to take part in the conference, and 
dispatch troops to Egypt. Secondly, the 
resolution of the Porte to dispatch troops to 
Eg@pt was based upon the tenor of the 
identical note, and satisfied the Powers, but 
the attitude adopted by England in subor- 
dinating her acceptance of the ar- 
rival and codperation of Turkish 
troops to the proclamation of Arabi 
Pasha as arebelis not in 8 with 
the satisfaction expressed by the Powers. 
Thirdly, the Porte never declined the assist- 
ance of the Powers to maintain the status 
quo, which was proved by Turkey accepting 
the conditions of the identical note relating 
tothe future of Egypt. Fourth, regarding 
the issue ef a proclamation declaring Arabi 
Pasha a rebel; the Porte hopes the conference 
will approve of a proclamation being issu 
simultaneously with the presence of Ottoman 
troops in Egypt, in order to ob- 
tain an efficacious, practical result 
whenever the disorders require the 
adoption of rigorous measures. As the 
proclamation is to explain the situation, and 
to impeach a subject of the Sultan, who was 
decorated at a moment when manifesting 
fidelity, it must derive its force from the im- 
mediate codperation of the imperial troops 
whose absence at the promulgation would 
render the provisions of the proclamation 
barren of résult, and aggravate the present 
state of things. The conference will recog- 
nize in the Porte a sincere desire to restore 
order and establish a loyal understanding 
with the Powers.“

AN OYSTER FACTORY. 


Queer Work in One of the Towers of 
the Fulton Market, 
New York Tisnes. 

In the upper story of the northeast tower 
of the new Fulton Market building there has 
been established within a few days the only 
oyster factory in the United States. These 


oysters are brought into being, carefully 
nurtured, and cared for, and there they may 


be seen swimming around in tanks, looking 
as happy this warm weather as if they were 
not being raised only to be boiled and eaten, 
Prof. Rice, who, in popular parlance, “*h 

the oyster down fine,” is there experiment- 
ing, under the patronage of Mr. E. G. Black- 
ford. Mr. Blackford predicts the ultimate 
extermination of the oyster tribe, unless 
that intelligent animal can be propa- 
gated and reared 9. — and he 
hopes, he sans, by bringing them into the 
world scientifically, to be able to produce 
them in such large numbers and at so little 
cost that oyster stews will be sold for five 
cents. There is no trouble about propagat- 
ing oysters—this has often been done, and is 
easy enough. It is the baby oysters that 
make the difficulty. The youngsters toss 
about in the tanks as lively as possible till 
they are five or six days old. Then they die. 
Nobody has ever yet been able to propagate 
oysters artificially and rear them to mature 
oysterhood. Nobody has even kept them 
alive for a month, except by scattering the 
spawnin unconfined salt water, which is so 
near to the natural process that it can hardly 
be called artificial. What Prof. Rice is try- 
ing to tind out for Mr. Blackford is, how the 
young oysters may be raised and kept alive 
and healthy until they are big enough to eat. 

When a Times reporter climbed the wind- 
ing stairs leading to this tower yesterday he 
found Prof. Rice earnestly watching the 
movements of a frisky young oyster that 
was swimming about in its tank. The tank 
was very dimiuutive, being nothing more or 
less than a drop of water. The oyster had 
not yet reached that dignified condition in 
which he might be seen with the naked eye, 
but had to be looked at through a micro- 
scope. With the machine arranged to mag- 
nify about 40 diameters the oyster looked 
about the size of a flea. 

tan large is he in reality?” the reporter 
asked. 

“Ile is growing nicely,“ Prof. Rice re- 
plied. “ Heis only a day old, but he is al- 
ready almost as large as the point of a 
needle.“ He was swimming round and 
round, having a sort of go-as-you-please 
match by himself, and about him were 
swimming dozens of other monsters, some 
of them remarkable in appearance. All this 
within the limited space of one drop of 
water. The young oyster was the leviathan 
of the lot. The other creatures were hardly 
a tenth of his size. 

Here is an oyster Mr. Blackford has just 
brought up,“ said the Professor. “A fine, 
healthy specimen of a male oyster, about 3 
fears old, I should judge—from that to 5. 
They sometimes grow to a good size iu the 
firstsummer of their existence. In the fol- 
lowing spring they are hardly any larger, I 
will dissect this fellow to show you what an 
elaborate sort of animal an oysterig, Do you 
see his heart beat?“ 

Sure enough, just behing that hard part we 
sometimes call the eye, wal the little rascal’s 
heart. It was a small, grayish sack about the 
size of a large pea, and it was beating away 
furiously, about twenty pulsations a minute. 
This was avery slow pulse under the eir- 
cumstances, considering that he had just 
been wrenched out of hig shell, and at that 
minute had the pointo 
poked down his throat. 

lere are his gills,” the Professor con- 
tinued, raising with a tiny pair of forceps 
the thin rows of fringe running down one 
side. Under this gill are a large number of 
tiny hairs, too small to be seen with the un- 
assisted eye. He opens his shell, and the 
water pours in, carrying in with it the small 
objects upon which he feeds. These objects 
are caughtin the hairs, between the gills, 
and cannot escape. They are pushed along 
by a muscular movement to his mouth. Here 
is his mouth, and you see it is large enough 
to swallow a good morsel of food.” 

The mouth was at the end of the soft, 
pulpy part, and was large enough to swallow 
a fly. The Professor then, with the point of 
his scissors, opened the oyster’s stomach, in 
the middle of the soft part, and thence 
traced the intestines, which run the oyster’s 
entire length, turning back in their course 
and running along his under side. 

Is that his eye?” the reporter asked. 
pointing to a large hard part. 

„Oh, no; that is muscle,” said the Pro- 
fessor, laughing. That is the muscle with 
which he holds his two shells together. It 
is very powerful, considering its size. He 
he has no eyes, and is totally blind, of course. 
He has no ears either, and can only hear in a 

eneral way, or through sensation. That is, 
f you lay him on a board, and strike the 
board a smart rap, he evidently knows it.“ 

All this time the Professor was dissecting 
the oyster, laying bare his mouth, which is 
covered with flaps, and exposing the interior 
of his stomach, his intestines, and all his 
The wretch’s little heart kept 
8 so hard the reporter was inclined to 
think he was suffering, andinquired whether 
he had any sensation. 

„Very little, if any.” Prof. Rice replied, 
slicing of another piece with the tiny slears. 

I do not think that any shellfish has much 
sensation. Even after this dissection his 
heart will continue to beat, perhaps for two 
or three hours. I have hopes of being able to 
raise the young oysters, but am rather doubt- 
ful about it. e could multiply them very 
rapidly if we could only raise them.“

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NORTHERN WATER-ROUTE 


Revival of the Scheme to Constructa 
Canal from the Red River to Dualuth— 
The Practicability of the Work, and 
the Cost of Its Construction. 

St. Paul Pioncer- Press. 
Just now there is a revival of interest in 


Duluth’s great 79 to connect itself by a 


water-course—in @rt artificial and in part 
natural—with th River, and thereby 
make a large portion of the Northwest 
tributary to the town at the head of the 
great lake. The idea of constructing 
a navigable canal, from the Red 
River to Diluth will appear to the 
general reader a mere vagary; but the prop- 
osition is far from impraeticable. Indeed, 
some of our best inquirers, who have stud- 
ied the topography of the route proposed for 
the canal, are of the opinion that the work is 
not only entirely feasible, but that its cost 
would be a mere bagatelle in proportion to 
the value of the improvement to the territory 
through which it would pass if constructed, 
and that which would be tributary to it. 
However, it must be considered that no 
thorough survey and estimate of the work 
have really been made, although engineers 
have been over the proposed route, and it is 
very likely that the final cost—if the project 
is ever carried out—will greatly exceed the 
haphazard estimates which have been given. 
But in any event the scheme is full of inter- 
est, and an account of what the plan really 
is will be worth the attention of the reader. 

The proposition is to so connect the waters 
of Lake Superior, the St. Louis River, and 
the Mississippi and Red Lake Rivers with 
canals that there shall be a continuous navi- 
gable water-course from Grand Forks to Du- 
luth—an aggregate distance of 382 miles, 
of which 3454 miles will be river channel 
and thirty-seven miles canal proper. The en- 
tire distance will be but twenty-nine and 
one-half miles greater than the length of the 
Erie Canal, Some interesting calculations 
have been made of the cost of the work, upon 
the hypothesis that the canal a may be 
computed on a prigm which shall be eighty- 
two feet 9 at the surface and sixty-four 
feet at the base, with a slope of one in one; 
that there shall be 111 lock and fifty-six 
dams; and that 8180. 000 be allowed for sur- 
veys, incidental expenses, ete. The total 
cost thus estimated is a trifle less than $4,- 
000,000—cheap enough, 5 if it ean be 
done for that sum. In subdividing the work 
N has been classed into nine sections, as fol- 

ows: er 

First Section—From Duluth to the foot of 
the Big Falls of the St. Louis River, twenty- 
two and a halt miles. From Duluth to Fond 
du Lac, a distance of eighteen miles, the St. 
Louis is navigable for boats drawing eight 
feet of water. de first mile beyond Fond 
du Lac will be on Wisconsin soil, and there 
a canal will be constructed up an old chan- 
nel of the river, and; two locks will be re- 
juired with a combined lift of twenty-four 

eet.. Above this, and to reach the mouth of 
Silver Creek, will require five locks and five 
This brings the canal to the foot of 
Big Falls, at an estimated cost of $125,000. 

Second Section—The second section would 
be but four miles in length, but its construec- 
tion would cost at least three-quarters of. a 
million dollars, because of the hight to be 
overcome (no less than 372 feet), and at least 
thirty-one locks and three dams would need 
to be constructed. 

Third Section—This section would be eight 
miles long, and 156 feet in hight would have 
to be overcome. This would require thirteen 
locks, seven dams, and two miles of canal, 
and would.cost about, $500,000, 

Fourth Section—The fourth section covers 
five and one-half miles, and would require 
seven locks and seven dams to overcomea 
hight of about eighty feet, at a cost of $125,- 


6000. 

Fifth Section — The fifth section would offer 
the c .couragement of a tiptop river channel 
for must of the distance. of twenty-six and 
one-half miles. Five dams and five locks 
would be required in the entire distance, and 
the hight would be about forty-two feet. The 
cost would be not far from $125,000, 

Sixth Section—This would be all canal 
work, and would require a cut fourteen 
miles long at an estimated cost of $1,000,000, 
This would unite the Floodwood Branch of 
the St. Louis River with the West Swan 
River near its junction with the Mississippi, 
Ur- oe bulk oi the work would be accom- 
plished. 

Seventh Section—This section would be 
fifty-three miles long. and would require but 
three locks and two dams, at a cost of not 
over $75,000. This would carry the improve- 
ment beyond Pokegama Falls to the navi- 
gable waters at the outlet of Pokegama 


Lake. 

Eighth Section—From the outletof the 
lake the Mississippi is navigable to the mouth 
of Turtle River, a distance of 100 miles, 
There asummit of 120 feet will need to be 
overcume, to do which will reqyire twenty- 
five locks and seven dams, and will cost over 
a million. The improvement would reach 
to Red Lake. 

Ninth Section—This section would be 114 
miles in length, with deep water through the 
lake and from the outlet to the mouth of 
Thief River, a distance of fifty-four miles. 
From that to Crookston, forty miles, the Red 
Lake River falls Wo feet, and the improve- 
ment would require twenty locks and an 
equal number of dams, at a cost of perhaps 


$1,000,000. From Crookston to the Red River | 


the’stream is navigable. 

The face of the country through which itis 
proposed to construct the canal is very di- 
versifiedy and cannot be considered, on the 
whole, as specially attractive of valuable; 
but the climate will compare, it is claimed, 
favorably with New York or Vermont. 
From Duluth to Red Lake the route is mainly 
through forests, and a considerable portion 
of the timber is pine. ‘The first fifty miles, 
from Duluth to Floodwood Island, is a 
worthless country, broken and rocky. Near 
the Pokegama is is claimed that there are in- 
dications of iron-ores. The assertion is made 
that the canat would open up vast and valua- 
ble tracts of pine, and also make available in- 
exhaustible bodies of tamarac suitable for 
furnishing railroad-ties. 

The chief object of the canal, however, is 
to afford cheap transportation for the prod- 
ucts of the Red River Valley and the coun- 
try west to the Eastern markets. 

One very great advantage the proposed | 
canal would have over the Erie would be in 
the matter of speed permissible by the boats 
navigating its waters. As the greater part 
of the distance would be traversed on natur- 
al waterways, any rate of speed desirable 
might be attained without the fear of bank- 
washing incident to the navigation of arti- 
ficial canals. ~

had frequently and with deep earnestness ; 
spoken on the subject of the abolition of 
Slavery, and was moved to that course partly 
through the interest he felt in putting down 
the — wrong, and partly hoping the ex- 
ample would be seen and felt by England. 

There was at that time in England a vlolent 
party hostile to the North, but he believed 
the great bulk of the workingpeople here 
loved liberty sufficiently to 8 with 
the struggle in America for that object. He 
believed twenty years hence we should have 
a population of 100,000,000, and by the end of 
the next century twice or three times that 
number. The American future, then, was 
u great one. He thought, however, it should 
not be called a separate nation. English- 
speaking people should be called English- 
men. herever their influence had reached 
there were freedom and education. He took 
occasion to refer to the tariff system as bar- 
barous, and said when the National debt was 
paid he hoped it would be abandoned. Pro- 
tection, he said, debarred us from 1 
with other nations in exports. He believe 
that in the unity of commerce lay the secret 
of peace and world-wide prosperity. While 
he had met many thousands of Americans in 
his lifetime, he had never been entertained 
at one time by so large and fine a deputation. 
He considered their visit a great compliment 
to himself, and should rememder it through- 
out his life. He had a great personal 
regard for America because ng | of 
his relatives lived there ostly in. Penn- 
sylvania. This was the lin between the 
two countries. Thousands of families in 
England had members in our country, so 
that relations between the two worlds were 
relations of blood as well as national sympa- 
thy. He believed that by constant. inter- 
course, ripening into fellowship, the En- 
glish-speaking world, at a day not far dis- 
tant, would discover that the true theory of 
government was in the exercise of peaceful 
measures, and the devil of warfare would 
then be abelished. He loved America, not 
only for the reasons already stated, but be- 
cause’ it was essentially a peaceful Nation; 
and he hoped no future day would develop 
even menace of disruption of the pleasant 
relatiens oy between the Old World and 
the New. The Jordan party was deeply in- 
terested in what Mr. Bright said. At the 
close of his remarks he shook hands with 
them all around, saying pleasant words to 
each, ‘They regard this as the pleasantest 
episode of their trip thus far. 

After the reception by Mr. Bright all drove 
to the Mansion House, where they were re- 
ceived with gr por ~ cordiality by_ the 
Lord Mayor Lady Mayoress. Brief 
speechés were made by Mr. Jordan and the 
Lord — who expressed surprise at the 
high qua — of American workingpeople, as 
represented by his party, and said he was 
convineed that America ere another century 
would be the recognized leader of the world. 
The party was shown through te house 
trom top to bottom, as no guests ever before, 
even penetrating the kitchens and private 
rooms. After they had inspected every part 
of the building they .were entertained at 
luncheon by the Lord Mayor, and introduced 
to the Sheriff and a number of Aldermen. 
The luncheon was most enjoyable. At its 
close Mr. Jordan thanked the Mayor for the 
cordial reception, and wished him long life 
and happiness. ‘The party then retired, the 
day certainly having been pleasant and 
profitable.

SEA-SICKNESS.

A Subject That Has a Special Interest 
for Americans. * 
New York Times. 

Three people out of every four, it is caleu- 
lated, have only to go to sga in moderately 
rough weather in order to experience the 
horrors of sea-sicknegs. The sufferings of 
the victims of mal de mer need not be dilated 
upon; their intensity is sufficiently vouched 
for by such instances as that of Cicero, who, 
when he took refuge on board a vessel after 
his proscription, suffered so much from sea- 
sickness that, preferring the fate that await- 
ed him onshore, he landed at Gaeta, and 
there suffered decapitation. The question as 
to whether life is worth living is generally 
answered in the negative by the sea-sick— 
a sentiment which was neatly expressed by 
the Irishman who told his friend that 
‘at first he was afraid the ship would go 
down, but afterward he feared she 
would not. It further proot were required 
of the horrors of this malady it is assuredly 
to be found in the fact that so many of our. 
countrymen are prepared to see a breach 
made in Britaif’s sea-wallif only they can 
thereby be spared the sickening experience 
of the channel passage. The disease is 
growing with the rapid growth of ocean- 
traveling, and the Americans, who are the 
greatest travelers of ail, and therefore the 

reatest sufferers, have been giving the sub- 
feat considerable attention, of late. Sea- 
sickness has been for some time a popular 
topic in New York, and Cousin Jonathan has 
of late been interviewing his chief medical 
advisers on the question of its prevention. 
Something, however, must first be said as to 
its cause. 

It is no doubt due primarily to the motion 
of the vessel, and especially to the bow-and- 
stern movement known as “ pitching.” That 
it is simply a motion sickness is proved 40 
the fact that many susceptible people have it 
on land. We have known ladies to get“ sen- 
sick” over the rumbling motion of an omni- 
bus on a hilly road, and the motion of a 
swing, or even of a passenger lift in a hotel, 
has with some peers a similar effect. How 
the pitching and rolling of a ship aets on the 
human frame so as to produce the physical 
and mental prostration has been and still is 
matter of dispute. A theory recently started 
by Dr. Irwin attributes it to disturbance of 
the fluids in the semi-circular canals of the 
ear. The otoliths,, he avers, are washed 
about by each movement of this fluid, and 
the cilie and terminal nerve filaments are 
thus irritated and abused. It is generally 
recognized that irritation of any kind in 
these canals produces nausea and vomiting — 
the usual concomitants of sea-sickness; it is 
to be remembered, however, that similar ef- 
fects may arise from very diverse causes. 

Dr. Chapman, on the other hand, sees the 
main proximate cause of this disorder in the 
presence of an undhe amount of blood in 
the spinal nervous ‘centres, which renders 
the nerves progeeding from them unduly 
active, with the result of disturbing the ac- 
tion of the organs—especially the stomach— 
whose movements they regulate. In favor 
of this theory isthe fact that, reduced to 
practice, it has been found efficient in the 
prevention of sea-sickness. The cause be- 
ing. according to this theory, an undue 
amount of blood ingthe nervous centres 
along the back, Dr. Chapman seeks to lessen 
this amount by application of ice and the 
consequent lowering ot the temperature of 
the spinal region. The testimony to 
the ‘ efficacy of ice-bags placed along 
the spine is* too strong to gain- 
sai but the trouble necessarily at- 
tending their application is such as to pre-, 
vent the ice cure from becoming popular in 
short sea voyages. Dr. Carpenter is inclined to

Wonderiul Fertility of the Soll of Ne- 
braska—Condition and Acreace. 
Serial Corres of The Chicago Tribune. 
LINcolLx. Neb., Aug. 1.—The soil of Ne- 
braska has given abundant proof this year 
of its wonderful fertility. Never has the 
State known such fine prospects for crops of 
all kinds, and of the grain already harvested 
never was the average yield so great. A 
summary of the condition of crops at the 


5 t time, together with the acreage of 

graiffas returned to the Auditor of State by 

County Assessors, may be given as follows: 
CORN, 

Acreage for 1882, 1,750,792: for 1881, 1,476,- 
603; an increase of 274,189 over last year. 
The present condition of the crop could not 
be better. The weather for the past six 
weeks has been favorable to ſts rapid growth, 
and the improvement is everwhere notice- 
able. The crop is doing particularly well in 
the western and northern parts of the State; 
in the southern tier of counties this grain 
neyer fails to makea big crop. Very little 
complaint is made concerning chinch-bugs 
or other insects in the corn, and the 
damage from other sources will be 
very slight. ‘Chere is no longer any fear of 
drouth, and frost will have to come very 
early to do any material injury to the crop. 
There is a variety of opinion about the prob- 
able yield of corn this year, some claiming 
that the average canpot fall short of sixty 
bushels per acre, while others say that forty 
bushels will be about the average yield. At 
any rate, the crop will be a good one, larger 
by many thousands of bushels, and a much 
better average yield, than the records of the 
State show at any previous time. 

WHEAT. 

Acreage for 1882, 1,040,907; for 1881. 1,097,- 
176: a decrease of 56,208 trom last year. The 
reason for this falling off in acres can only 
be explained by the fact that corn is more 
generally a better crop in Nebraska than 
wheat. Corn never fails to make a good 
crop, While wheat is doubttul. This year 
the wheat crop, although lighter in acreage 
than jast year, is much better both in yield 
and quality. Through the entire season the 
weather has been favorable to, the 
growth and perfect maturity of wheat, 
and the grain harvest, which is, 
now in progress, shows the crop to be very 
superior in every way. Considerable of the 
crop is now in the stack, and some thrashing 
has been donee The yield is variously esti- 
mated at from eighteen to thirty-five bushels 
per acre, probably the former will come hear- 
er the average yield. Rust is reported in 
some places, and a few farmers complain 
that the grain has an imperfect kernel and 
will grade low. This is true no doubt in 
spots, but generally speakmg the fact is to 
the contrary. The quality is good, and ad- 
vices show that the yield is remarkably large. 
The total may reach as high as 20,000,000 
bushels, perhaps more. 

OATS. 

Acreage for 1882, 263,298; for 1881, 202, 180, 
an inerease of 61,118 acres over last year. 
The o&t crop is generally good in Nebraska, 
and there is an increased acreage every year. 
The present crop will average better than 
any former year, it being, in reality, a re- 
markable crop. ‘The stories told of the yield 
of this grain are almost beyond belief; the 
claim is all the way from thirty to eighty 
bushels per acre. The average will scarcely 
be less than fifty bushels. The oat har@pst 
is about over, and much of the grain is in the 
stock. Oats suffered no injury from any 
source this year; and as one farmer puts it, ¢ 
“It was au oat year all the way through, 
just enough of everything to make an im- 
mense crop.“ ‘The total product will not be 
far from 1,000,000 bushels. 

BARLEY. 

Acreage for 1882, 63,596; for 1881, 64,150; 
an increase of. 415 acres over last year. The 
crop will be better than last year, and will 
average well with wheat and oats in yield 
and quality. The soil of Nebraska is consid- 
ered good for barley, and there is scarcely 
ever a failure of this crop. 

RYE. 

The acreage for 1882 is placed at 25,254—a 
little more than last year. The early season 
was very favorable to the growth of this 
— and those who are in a position to 

now declare it to be the best crop raised in 
the State. A poor field of rye has not been 
reparted from any portion of the State. The 
average yield will be greater than for several 
years. 


FLAX. 

Not much attention has been given to the 
raising of flax in this State. In some coun- 
ties this grain is almost unknown. The 
acreage for this year is placed at 24,000. The 
crop is said to be very superior, the probable 
yield being from twelve to sixteen bushels 
per acre, 

POTATOES. 

The acreage of potatoes last year was ex- 
ceedingly small, but just the reverse is re- 
ported this year, and the Indications are that 
the crop will be very large. The acreage is 
placed at 3,107, which is probably a low esti- 
mate. The potato-bug is just now getting in 
his work to advantage, but the crop is so far 
advanced that the damage by such pests will 
not be felt. * 

HAY. ' 

Farmers will soon commence making hay. 
of which there is a full crop this year. There 
is more and better tame hay this year than 
last, and wild hay is in abundance. Nebras- 
ka farmers are putting up more hay every 
year, and large shipments are made to Colo- 
rado and other States. All indications point 
to a big hay crop this year. The acreage of 
meadow its placed at 66,172. : 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The acreage of miscellaneeus crops is 
placed at 10,978. This includes vegetables of 
all kinds, broom-corn, and so forth. On all 
crops, six counties failed to report, hence the 
acreage given above cannot be exact, but it is 
as hear as can be made out at present, and is 
the only crop information of an official nat- 
ure to be obtained.

A COMPLICATED CASE. 
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Fitzgerald, of Syracuse, Who Tried to 
Evade the Consequences of Bank- 
ruptcy—Allegation that He Was After- 
ward Poisoned. 

Special Dispdtch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Syracuse, N. X., Aug. 2.—Daniel II. Fitz- 

gerald, managerof the Manhattan Hardware 
Company of New York, petitioned the Cor- 
oner of Syracuse today to hold an inquest 
upon the body of John Fitzgerald, who died 
in this city on the 2th of February last, 
alleging that deceased came to his death at 
the hands of the family of Patrick Fitz- 
gerald, with whom he lived, by the system- 
atic administration of arsenic for the purpose 
of obfaining possession of his estate, which 
is valued at about $20,000. Fitzgerald died 
intestate, not daring to make a will 
owing to a large number of judg- 
ments filed against him for a re 
cent financial disaster, by which a 
fortune of $150,000 was lost. He also al- 
leges that the Rev. William J. Bourke, pas- 
tor of St. John Baptist Roman Catholic 
Church, has been a party to the alleged 
fraud, and, by the transaction, receives a 
part of the estate. Bourke has refused to 
turn over his share of the personal property 
to the administrator, as does Kate Fitzgerald, 
who is said to have drawn deceased’s money 
from the bank, placed there to her credit to 
protect him, and within a few days has left 
this city, or hidden where she cannot 
be found. For a fortnight following 
Fitzgerald's death the family caused his 
grave to be watched, for fear, so complain- 
ant alleges, that the body would be taken up 
for post-mortem examination, These allega- 
tions will not be made public until tomor- 
row, and, as the parties to the transaction 
are well known here. Syracuse will be great- 
lv excited over it. The dead man was well 
known in New York by his connection with 
the salt interests of this county and the de- 
funct Syracuse City Bank, and the nephew 
who brings the charges was the Cash- 
ier of the above-named bank, and 
was proven not guilty of the 
alleged embezzlement of $200,000 from 
said bank by its President, Patrick Lynch, 
one of Syracuse’s millionaines. He fought 
the indictment for three years, and succeed- 
ed in beating the man who attempted to ruin 
him. Lynch is drawn into this case by his 
connection with a suit brought agayast him 
by the late Fitzgerald for money aged to 
have been stolen from him. The case has 
many complications. 
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AN INJURED INVENTOR. 


A. De Beaumont’s Claim that He Was 
Twice Potsoned by His Partner.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 1.— The follow- 
ing appeared in the personal column ofa 
Philadelphia paper yesterday morning: 

In 1877 my family and myself were poisoned at 
No. 1818 Barker street, where I then lived, and 1 
lost the clearness of my mind in consequence. 
Since then I was poisoned twice more. to such an 
extent that in July, 1880, I felt siow paralyzation 
of my extremities and head. I now apologize to 
all those who have thought themselves unkindly 
deult with by me in business and other matters 
during my temporary unsoundness of mind. I 
would have brought the matter of the poisoning 
to the courts long ago if my mind had bvea clear 
enough to do 80.

Mr. De Beaumont, whose name is ap- 
pended to it, is a French machinist and in- 
venter. He was born in Lorraine. He was 
formerly a sugar-planter, and was interested 
in a large plantation on the banks of the Rio 
Tumbas, between Peru and Ecuador, in 
South America. He was unfortunate in his 
business ventures, and in 1869 he came to 


this country without means, and began life” 
again asa machinist. He found employment 
in this city, and about seven years ago he be- 
came foreman in the machine-shop con- 
nected with D. B. Fuller & Co.’s steam 
bread and cracker bakery, Nos. 16, 18, and 20 
South Eighteenth street. He remained 
there for some time, and gained the confi- 
dence of.his employers. He was aman of 
inventive genius, and had already taken out 
several patents for improvements in ma- 
chinery. He had spent some time in perfect- 
ing plans for an improvement ina tester and 
teeder for steam-boilers, and in February, 
1877, he secured a patenton his invention. 
His troubles date from thattime. As soon 
as h@had secured the patent two of his em- 
ployers, D. B. Fuller and W. II. Palmer, 
formed a copärtnership with him under the 
name of the De Beaumont Patent Condens- 
ing Company, and opened an office at No. 721 
Chestnut street. By the terms of the agree- 
ment each of the three was to have equal 
interest in the patent, and De Beaumont was 
to act as Superintendent of the works, re- 
ceiving $25 a week for his services. Fuller 
supplied the capital, $5,000. Money troubles 
soon caused a rupture of the company.

ROBBING PAUPERS. 


The Philadelphia Almshouse Scandals 
~The Superintendent Short in Mis Ac- 
counts. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 2.—The alms- 
house continues to furnish us all the scandal 
that is necessary for the weather. The re- 
cent investigation by the Councils resulted in 
discovering an abundance of mismanage- 
ment, neglect of the inmates, the purchase of 
inferior materials from favorit contractors, 
musty flour, strong better, and stinking meat, 
while other supplies were found to have been 
delivered to relatives and friends of the guar- 
dians, and an abundance of articles bought 
for the almshouse which could not be 
found by the committee when they sought 
an inventory. The case was not strong 
enough to warrant criminal prosecution, 
but it proved a sufficient foundation for 

the ousting of the old board who sought a 

reelection at the hands of Councils and the 

choice of enough new members to demand 
the resignation of Maj. Phipps, the mng 

Superintendent.. The new board had not 

half finished its preliminary investigation 

when it was discovored that the guardians 
had, in their apparent anxiety to get good 
places for infants, freely connived at the 
substitution of infants to convince the too 
confiding husbands that their fears of the 
sterility of their spouses were ill-founded. 
The particulars ot the Lohmyer case, in 
which the fond father was first told by 
an enterprising reporter that his supposed 
offspring was the child of unknown parents, 
and that his wife was not its mother any more 
than he was its father. Then came the 
Niblo case, in which the mother-lin-law and 
inidwife tried to face down the records and 
the evidence of the physician and persuade 
the husband that he was the father of a child 
adopted from an almshouse.

CARRIER PIGEONS. 


A Scheme to Secure Fast Flyers. 
Special to Globe-Democrat. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. l.—Several gen- 
tiemen of Germantown and _ vicinity, among 
them the well-known cricketers, Messrs. 
Newhall, Hargrave, and Mills, are interested 
in breeding and flying homing pigeons. 
About two weeks ago these gentlemen sent 
out 100 birds under the care of an experienced 
sportsman for the purpese of testing their 
qualities. The modus operandi was to travel 
about a hundred miles and release the entire 
flock. Those reaching home were first given 
a few days, then bound up and sent to the 
next place reached by the sportsman, 
about 200 miles distant. Then they 
were again released and flew home. Again 
thev were sent off. The plan was carried on 
until Chicago was reached, when the 
number of pigeohs had become reduced 
from 100 to three, which were sent off last 
week. On Sunday morning last these three 


carrier pigeons were let loose from Chicago 


with the intention of seeing how many 
reached Philadelphia. Upto 6 o’clock this 
evening none of the birds had reached home, 
but were hourly expected. These birds 
have traveled altogether in the last sixty 
days over 5,000 miles, and those reaching 
home on this oecasion will have flown the 
longest distance ever made in this: country, 
the farthest ever being accomplished be 
between Indianapolis and New York City. 
The successful birds of this trip will prob- 
ably be retired, and their owners will devote 
them to breeding for the rest of their lives, 
thus in a practical manner choosing the best 
quality of birds for perpetuating the breed. 


GRAIN GAMBLERS. 


The Men Who Lost at Cincinnati in the 
July Bets Allowed to Settie at Reduced

ing the practical results of their work, and | 
have reached the conclusion that some of the 
objections raised against the revised clagsifi- 
cation by the railroads were well founded; 
but they have carefully refrained from say- 
ing anything as to their intentions, and it was 
not known until today, when the official pub- 
lication was made in the organ of the board 
here, that another revision of the April 
freight classification hid been adopted, 
which will take effect Aug. 10. A 
comparison of this with the April 
classification shows that changes 
have been made in the classification of 115 
different articles of freight. Many of these 
changes are intended simply for the conven- 
lence of the railroads and Shippers, and do 
not affect the rates. The following is astate- 
ment ot the more important changes made 
by this revised classificauon: Farm and agri- 
cultural implements in car-loads have been 
transferred from Class B to Class A. Alcohol 
and spirits of all kinds are rated with whisky. 
A twenty-barrel rate nas been made, and the 
car-load rate is Class A, a valuation limit of 
$1 per gallon being placed on all shipments 
made at these rates. Constructive weights, 
instead of actual weights, are given to the 
following articles: Barrels, beer, live-stock 
in less than car-loads, safes, and vehicles. A 
high constructive weight at a low rate is 
found to be more satisfactory all around. 
Lard, hams, and shoulders, beef-meats of all 
kinds, and tallow in car-load lots have been 
rated the same as bacon, while the rate on 
bacon “loose” has been changed to 
Class 1, and in car-loads from Class 
A 2 to 20 per cent less than 
Class 4. On furniture the rate is 
the same as heretofore, with the addition of 
the word “released,” and another higher 
rate for goods carried at me company’s risk 
of damage at the present rate, when the 
company is released from liability for dam- 
age, and the board in a note explains this as 
follows: The legal effect of signing a re- 
lease contract liability for damage caused by 
carelesness or negligence of its empluyés, 
but only such damage as would ordinarily 
be caused in transportation. In lime the 
bulk rate has been abandoned and the 
barrel rate increased 20 per cent. Nails 
in car-loads have been changed from 
Class D w C. The rate for starch in smal! 
lots is now that for Class 3, in boxes in car- 
loads Class 4, and in barrels and car-loads 
the same as flour. The old rate on wood 
seasoned) was 30 per cent less than Class D. 
‘his has been changed to 20 per cent less, 
and on wood fuel (green) from 40 to 20 per 
cent less than Class D. These changes in 
classification will principally work to the ad- 
vantage of the railroad companies, and will 
in most instances somewhat increase the 
rates they are permitted to charge. ‘These 
concessions, however, are offset by the re- 
ductions in rates on short hauls also just 
made by the board on flour and meal, soft 
lumber, wheat, and grain of all kinds. The 
modification of the schedule of rates pub- 
lished today shows a reduction of 10 per cent 
on soft lumberin car-loads on all distances 
up to 400 hundred miles. ‘lhe hard-lumber 
rate has been changed from two-thirds of the 
soft-lumber rate to 20 per cent less 
than that rate. For instance, the pres- 
ent rate on lumber for 100 miles 
is 10 cents, while the new rate 
is $9.50. For 200 miles the new rate is 12 
cents instead of 13, and for 300 miles it is 
14 cents instead of 15. Another important 
feature of this revision is the reduction 
made on the rates for short hauls for wheat, 
corn, mill-stuff, flour, and meal, which 
amounts to an average reduction of about 10 
per cent for distances of 100 miles and less.

Commenting upon this record the Age 
Says: 

This summary for July shows an increase on 
sixty-five different lines in thirty of the States 
and Territories of 969 miles of new railway, 
which, in addition to the 4,990 miles reported in 
our statement for tne first six months of ths 
year up to July,1, gives a total of 5,959 miles of 
main track already added to our railway system 
this year, of which we have received informa- 
tion. Undoubtedly the additional construction 
not yet reported would make the present total 
for the seven months considerably more than 
6.000 miles, but the mileage now unreported 
will be credited in the record for subsequent 
mon so that the final statement will be com- 
piete. me portion of the mileage in this table 
was laid previous to July, but did not come to 
our knowledge before. 

It will be seen that the extraordinary.rate of 
construction which had already marked this 
year has not only been maintained but in- 
creased. Last year at this time less than 3,000 
miles of new track had been reported, against 
nearly 6,000 now, and yet the total new mileage 
for 1881 was 9,358 miles, or more than three 
times that published up to August. It is not 
to be assumed, however, that the same 
proportionate increase will continue this 
year. Although construction is still in progress 
on a large number of roads, most of these lines 
are of moderate length, while on some work is 
not proceeding as rapidiy as was expected on 
account of the greater difficulty of procuring 
money. Still it seems safe te assume that the 
new railway mileage of 1882 will not be less than 
10,000 miles, while it may considerably exceed 
that figure. We look, however, for a decrease 
in the figures of our monthly summaries for the 
rest of the year. 5 

railway mileage of the United 
States, according to Poor's Manual, on Jan. 1. 
1882, was 104,813. Adding the new mileage 80 
far recorded, the total is now at least 110,770 
miles.

SAMUEL J. TILDEN. 


Wordy Letters of Folger and Pierre- 
pont on the Question of Collecting 
Sammy’s Income Tax-—The Gist of It 
All Is that the Government Leaves It 
to the Court and Counsel to Drop. 

W ASHIN@TON, D. C., Aug. 2.—The income 
tax case of the United States against Samuel 
J. Tilden has been for some time under con- 
sideration by the Secretary of the Treasury 
and Attorney-General. Following is the 
substance of the correspondence on the sub- 
ject between Secretary Folger, Edwards 
Pierrepont, special counsel, and the Attorney- 
General: 

On the 23d of May last Secretar 
ger addressed a letter to G. aum, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, in 
which he said: Lou have placed before 
me a letter from Edwards Pierrepont, and 
one from the United States Attorney at New 
York City, in the matter of the suit of the 
United States vs. Samuel J. Tilden. It is a 
case that should not be brought to trial with- 
out reasonable prospects of success. It is 
one, also, in which, if there is no reasonable 
prospect of success, there should be no 
attempt to try it, nor should any 
terms be insisted upon or sought upon 
throwing it up. Of course 1 intend to place 
upon counsel for the Government the re- 
sponsibility of advising as to the prospect of 
success, or, rather, I intend-to leave that re- 
sponsibility upon them. As a right it be- 
longs there, and I suppose you have given to 
counsel all the facts you are able 
to supply. It is for counsel to deter- 
mine and advise whether they are 
enough to warrant trial of the suit. 
If they furnish a fair prospect of success on 
a trial, it should be had at once. If they do 
not, the cause should be discontinued. Itis 
due to a citizen to be brought to trial or that 
he be freed froin expectation of it, and if 
there is not enoughin the facts to refuse 
him the latter, it does not seem to me just or 
worthy of the Government to exact or take 
from him a price for the privilege.“ 

On the Wthfof July, Edwards Pierrepunt, 
special counsel for the Government, wrote a 
letter to the Attorney-General in which he 
recited the proceedings which had been had 
with a view to a settlement of the case and 
urged the subject upon the . Attorney- 
General’s attention. Tilden’s — counsel, 
he said, were entitled to some kind 
of decision in order that they 
might know how to act, The 
pending question, as he understood it, was 
whether the case should be dismissed with 
or without costs. 

On the list of July Attorney-General 

Brewster, to whom Secretary Folger had 

referred the papers relating to the suit, re- 

turned them to the latter with a communica- 
tion in which he said he would not under- 
take to revise the case, since he could not 
express his conclusions and _  gconvic- 
jops upon the subject more lainly 
and directly than Secretary —— 
had expressed them in his letter to Commis- 
sioner Raum, and he fully coficurred in all 
the Secretary had said in that communica- 
tion, and thought the last sentence contained 
therein laid down a rule Which should gov- 
ern the case. He was positively opposed 
as .a point of gee and integri- 
ty of Governmental election to prosecute 
such cases when they ought not to be prose-

ant of money to pay the fees of Government 
counsel as a condition of discontinuance. 
Such acourse would be beneath the dignity 
of the Government, and would lead to 
practices of the worst kind 
by enabling legal officers of the Government 
to institute suits which they could 
not maintain, and then compromise them by 
exacting large sums of money from the de- 
tendant, selling them peace as a purchasable 
commodity. 

Secretary Folger on the 25th of July wrote 
to the Attorney-General acknowledging the 
receipt of the above letter and saying 
Judge Pierrepont. had been made ac- 
quainted with the contents of 
his (Secretary Folger's) letter to 
Commissioner Raum. He added that, in his 
judgment, it was only necessary that the At- 
torney-General should inform the United 
States Attorney at New York City and 
Judge Pierrepont that the Department of Jus- 
tice and the Treasury Department coneurred 


in the views expressed in that letter, and 


that it was for counsel and court to say what 
should be done with the case according to 
the court’s rules and practice. 

On the 26th of July the Attorney-General 
advised counsel of the Government in New 
York of the concurrence of the Treasury 
Department and Department of Justice in 
the views set forth in Secretary Folger’s det- 
ter to Commissioner Raum, and instructed 
them it was for them and the court to decide 
what disposition should be made of the case.

If Seymour 
was the creator of the type of Pickwick that is 
familiar to all of us—a type which, as Dickens 
has placed on record, was not like his own first 
idea, and to which be himself adapted his story 
with the happiest results—**Phiz” was as truly 
the creator of the second hero of the volume, 
the inimitable Mr. Weller. The collaboration 
thus fortunately begun was continued for some 
twenty years, and till the appearance of Lit- 
ule Dorrit,” in 1855-57, “Pbiz” illustrated 
almost all the novels of Dickens“ Oliver 
Twist,” if we recollect right, being the 
only one which was intrusted to another 
band. The drawings which Cruikshank fur- 
nished for that great book will always have a 
higher value, from the E artistic standard, 
than anything that Hablot Browne could ever 
do; but. as an illustrator of Dickens, Browne 
was, there can be little doubt, the more success- 
ful of the two.

London Times, Juty 15, 

The Prime Minister bas, ina letter to Sir Dau- 
iel A. Lange, signitied bis satisfaction at the 
reconciliation whigh bas taken place between 
Count Ferdinand de Lesseps and Sir Daniel 
Lange. Six years ago Sir Daniel Lange entered 
into negotiations with Kari Granville for the 
sale of tue Suez Canal to England tor the sum of 
£12,000,000 sterling, including the towns, villages, 
and all lands pertaming to the Suez Canal Com- 
puny, a property now estimated to be worth 
£90,000,000 sterling. In the publication of Par- 
liamentary papers on the purchase of the canal 
shares, which togk place in the year 1876, sole 
letters addressed contidentially by Sir Daniei to 
Eurl Grauville, so long ago as 1871, were by in- 
advertence included, and the appearance of 
these letters led M. de Lesseps and his couirect- 
ore to dismiss Sir Daniel abruptly from hie po- 
sition as a representative of British juterests in 
the direcnon of the canal. 

‘The Times then remarked (March, 1876) that 
ma. important share which Sir Daniel Lauge 
took in the formanon of the canal—a share 
scarcely second to that of M. de Lesseps bimseif 
—and the fact that be has been the only En- 
gliishman prominently connected with the en- 
terprise rendered his dismissal by the French 
Administfation especially inopportune.” The 
fact, however, remained us à result of his 
patriotic efforts to secure for Eugland the sole 
control of our highway to Iddia Sir Daniel 
Lange lost the important position he held in the 
Suez Canal Company.

Mr. Nelson Morris, the cattle man, was 
around the City-Hall yesterday soliciting from 
the Mayor and Commissioner of Public Works 
labor for a lot of poor, starving, Russian Jewish 
refugees. Mr. Morris stated that these mea 
wanted to get work upon tbe streets, anything 
at all to do, so that they could make a living. 
He bad found employment for about 500 of 
them, but there was a large number in cellars 
on Clark street and Third and Fourth avenues 
actually starving for want of food. Their con- 
diuion was simply frightful to contemplate. 

Prof. Barrett, Superintendent of thé Police 
and Fire Telegraph, returned yesterday from 
the East. He bas visited the Cities of Pittsburg, 
Philadeiphia, and New York. None of these 
cities come up to Chicago with their fire depart- 
ments or fire alarm telegraphs. Every Western 
city was better supplied than either Philudel- 
phia, New York, or Boston as regards tire de- 
partments. Pittsburg was well equipped and 
disciplined. But Chicago excelled them all. The 
Chicayo police telegraph and patrol system at- 
tracted a great deal of attention, and Prof. 
Barrett was called upon to explain itto the va 
rious city autborities. He says that he did the 
best he could in explanation.

Trees are a sapi- 
tary necessity toa city, and in order to live ro- 
quire earth room, which wide roadways do not 
Give. A thirty-six-foot street is sufliciently 
wide for water-tmains aud sewers. Gas-pipes 
can be laid under the sodded parts of the side- 
walks, where also underground telegraph-wires 
can be placed. Ine Mayor will endeavor to 
a ve bis ideas brought into pra e in the im- 

rovements of Hermitage and arshtield ay- 
enues and Paulina street, The Major fects cer- 
tain that this method will become popuiar When 
its merits become visible and are demonstrated.

BITUMINOUS COAL TESTS. 

The Committee on Public Service yesterday 
received the reports of Engineers McDonald and 
Conroyd, of the hospital and County Building, 
giving the results of tests made of bituminous 
coal at these institutions. At the hospital the 
tests were as follows: Grape Creek coal vapor- 
ized v. 900 per cent, and to the pound 6.64 per 
cent, the refuse amounting to 20u pounds. 

Hocking Valley coal vaporized 12.798; to the 
pound, 8.55; refuse, 175. 

Gartshire, 11.222; to the pound 7.41; refuse, 
165 pounds. 

Wilmington coal, 9J14; to the pound, 6.07; 
refuse, 226 pounds. 

All the tests ranged during a period of five 
hours, with a pressure of thirty-three pounds to 
the square inch and a water temperature of 70 
degrees. 

At the County Building 1,600 pounds of Grape 
Créek coal, witb a pressure of forty-five pounds 
and a temperature of 100, the refuse amounted 
to 170. 

Wilmington coal (the Brackenpush bid), 2, 
pounds, and a temperature of 110, showed 215 
pounds of refuse. 

Wilmingtén coal (the Stone bid), 2,200 pounds, 
temperature 115, showed 225 pounds of refuse. 

Tne Gartshire coal, 1,675 pounds, tempereture 
120, showed 150 pounds of refuse. 

The committee discussed the various tests, 
and finally, upon motion of Commissioner Som- 
mer, the contract was awarded to the Ohio Cen- 
tral coal Company at the following rates: Coun- 
ty Agent, $820 per ton; Poor-House, $4.25; Hos- 
pital, $4.10; County Building, $4.10; Jail, $4.10; 
and the Normal School. $4. 

The hard-@eoal contract was let to Baker Bros. 
as follows: Hospital, Poor-House, and Insane 
Asylum, $6.05 per ton. Commissioner Clark was

AN OLD MURDER. 


Petition for the Pardon of Thomas 
Stewart, Sent to Joliet in 1869 for 
Killing Heury Merbert. 

It is understood that a petition is being circu- 
lated for the pardon of Thomas Stewart, who 
was convicted in Chicago of murder and sen- 
tenced to the Penitentiary for life by the late 
Judge Porter March 16, 1869. The murder of 
which Stewart was convicted was a cold-blooded 
one, the act, however, being only in keeping 
with the character of the man, who was disso- 
lute in the extreme, notwithstanding that he 
wus only about 22 years old at the time. The 
murder was committed between the hours of 9 
and 10 o'clock on the niht Jan. 23, 1869. The 
victim was a young sailor named Henry Herbert. 
The scene of the affray was a vile bagnio kept 
at No. 173 Jacksun street by a woman named 
Mollie W lison. Stewart was the consort of an 
inmate of the place named Lizzie Riley. On the 
night in question he found her drinking with 
another man in a saloon on Van Buren street. 
He cailed her out and kicked her, and then went 
into the saloon and kicked’ his rival out of the 
window. Later in the evening, while Stewart 
was sitting on a sofa at No. 173 by the side of the 
Riley woman, Herbert entered the room. With- 
out any warning 

STEWART PULLED A REVOLVER 

and shot Herbert in the abdomen, the wounded 

man dying inside of fifreen minutes without 

Speaking a word. Stewart at once ran out, but 

was capthred by citizens. He refused at the 

time to tell why be had shot Herbert, but it was 

— it was because he mistook bim for the 

man who invited Lizzie Riley to the saloon. At 

the Coroner's inquest the prisoner told a discon- 
nected and apparently untrutbful story about 

Herbert having tried to hit him with a stove- 

cover. On the other band, several witnesses 

testified that Herbert stood with his hands in his 
pockets when be was shot, and had not even 


spoken to Stewart. At the trial, which took place 


in the Superior Court the latter part of the fol- 
lowing month, the defendant's story abo@t the 
stove-cover was partly corroborat by a dis- 
reputable witness, who claimed to bare been 
standing in the doorway. The jury, after a

and assessed his punishment at imprisohment 
for life? A motion for a new trial was made 
but was not strenftously argued by defendant's 
attorneys, one of whom observ that a new 
trial migut result in a verdict of capital punish- 
ment.

Prices Early and Easing 
Off Later. 


A Good Shipping Demand for Wheat 
at Advanced Values. 


Corn Taken Freely for Export—Provis- 
ions More Active and Firmer. 


Committees to Fix the Settling Prices for 
Wheat and Oats. 


The markets were very irregular yester- 
day. They went up strongly on Change, 
only to weaken off rather badly in the after- 
noon. There was a good demand all around, 
both for grain and provisions. The wheat 
market advanced on the fact of small re- 
ceipts here, the volume of arrivals being 
about half the average of last week, while 
the shipping demand was equally as good as 
on the previous day, and some buyers stated 
that their limits had been advanced, so that 
they could afford to pay two to twoanda 
half cents pes bushel more for wheat than 
they could on Tuesday. The result of this 
was tht all the car-lot offerings were picked 
up by shippers, and the price for August ad- 
vanced in sympathy, while the bears hada 
little stronger hold upon the longer futures, 
and kept September down until it was about 
a cent and a half below August, owing to the 
advance on this month, and not to any weak- 
ening in September. 

The market far spring wheat was quiet and 
very uncertain. Parties were in the crowd 
bidding $1.33 several times during the day, 
but some others were ungenerous enough to 
say that they were simply agents of the 
clique, put there for the express purpose of 
keeping up the market without buying any- 
thing. It was remarked that, while they 
were bidding $1.33 for old No. 2 spring 
wheat, the offerings of new No. 2 sold at $1.20, 
though there were only two car-lots of the 
latter on the list for the day. There was 
some trading in futures for spring at a little 
premium over the price of winter, but the 
market was very slow. 

CORN ADVANCED 

fully a cent per bushel on the same fact as 
did wheat—light receipts. The shippers took 
all that was offered, and the other grades 
than No. 2 were relatively stronger because 
of the shipping demand. There was not very 
much inguiry for futures, except on the part 
of one or two local operators, who were sup- 
posed to be representing the partv who 
bought largely the previous day—Mr. Ricker. 
The weather was unfavorable both for wheat 
and corn, but parties in the trade said the 
rain should be expected to tell upon the re- 
ceipts more forcibly towards the close of 
the week than now, because it takes several 
days for the force of astorm in the country 
to be felt on receipts here. The strength of 
the markets was probably predicated largely 
upon, this view of the case,a good many 
people coming around to the impression 
that the receipts of wheat and corn are fall- 
ing off simply because of the lifting of the 
pressure that existed to make dekveries on 
deals for last month. Country holders were 
anxious to getin their grain through July 
because a big premium Was paid for wheat, 
and a very respectable premium for corn. 

The same remark will apply to the case of 
oats, excepting in a larger degree than to 
either of the two other cereals above noted, 

The barley market advanced three or four 
cents per bushel on the supposition that the 
rains have tainted a large part of the barley 
crop of the West. the tendency of which will 
be to reduce the quantity available, and 
to make the percentage of No. 2 
much smalier, as that grade has to 
be of good color, and anything not 
bright is passed into the lower grades. 
Parties in the market said, however, that it 
ought not to make much difference, as the

Provisions were in large demand, especial- 
ly pork, which jumped up about 50 cents per 
barrel, while meats were also very strong, 
and lard was firmer in sympathy. The de- 
mand seémed to be mostly speculative, and 
partly based upon the belief that stocks are 
considerably smaller in some _ direc- 
tions than were reported yesterday by 
the Registrar. The commercial columns 
contain a few figures bearing on this view of 
the case. The general decline of the after- 
noon, which is referred to above, had no 
special cause age perhaps, that the ad- 
vance during the day being telegraphed to 
New York, several speculators there thought 
it would be a good time to sell, and sent 
orders here to sell on the afternoon call con- 
siderably more stuff, both grain and pro- 
visions, than there were orders to buy. The 
largeness of the offerings simply beat down 
the prices, and the buying seemed to be done 
chiefly by local operators who always stand 
around waiting for chances to buy at reduced 
prices, expecting to be able to sell out again 
on the reaction, which their experience tells 
them always comes sooner or later.

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CONCERT SALOONS. 


They Fiourish in Milwaukee, There 
Being No Ordinance for the Suppres- 
sion of the Nuisance. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 2.—A test case was 
made in the Municipal Court today of the 
authority of keepers of concert saloons to 
run their places in defiance of public senti- 
ment. During the past few months these sa- 
loons have increased in number to an extent 
that has called out the protests of the public 
and the press of thecity. They have become 
the resort and rendezvous of thugs, thieves, 
biatklegs, and prostitutes. The Chief of Po- 
lie®, when appealed to to break them 
up, replied that he had no authority 
to do so, that there was no city 
dipance against concert saloons, and tha 
in order to stop them new legislation woul 
be, necessary. Today a well-known citizen, 
who owns one of the saloons known as the 

Mascotte Concert Halli,” was tried on a 

charge of keeping a disorderly house. The 

hall in question is in the Seventh Ward, the 
wealthiest and most aristocratic section of 
the city. Judge Mallory dismissed the case 
on the ground that there was no law against 
the keeping of concert saloons. He supple- 
mented his decision by the statement that 
the good name of the city required 
that legislation should be had at 
once under which such dens might 
be closed. The decision is received with 
great satisfaction at the concert saloons, all 
of which are open and in full blast tonight. 
There is no disposition to question the sound- 
ness of the decision, but the absence of. the 
requisit law or ordinance is the subject of 
universal regret among the respectable por- 
tions of the community, as the city is now at 
the mercy ot disgraceful and rapidly increas- 
ing institutions. 


THE BUILDING LAW. 


Let Its Violators Be Pushed to the Wall. 
Dr. B. M. Chamberlain, of No. 3085 Indiana av- 
enue, was yesterday tried before Justice Brown 
for violation of the fire ordinance. The com- 
plainant in the case was Capt. Bullwinkle. The 
prasecution had for counsel Gus Van Buren and 
Col. Cameron, and the defendant bad Jobn 
Hutchinson. The case was a peculiar one, be- 
cause the defense relied on the Building Depart- 
ment’s employés in justification of the erection 
ot the shed complained of, and a permit was 
regularly optainéd, and . the work 
done in such a manner as to satisfy that depart- 
ment. From the evidence it appeared that Dr. 
Chamberlain obtained a permit about three 
weeks ago to enlarge a shed adjoining his house 
on Indiana avgäue. The old shed was torn 
down and a new one constructed of about the 
same size, afew of the old boards bemg used in 
the new building. It bad been lathed and plas- 
tered, and the outside was painted to correspond 
with the dwelling. The shed was said to be used 
as a laundry—stationary wasch-tubs, pipes, etc., 
being 1 therein in violation of that ra of 
the ordinance which says that sheds shall not be 
used for business purposes. prosecution 
urged that the defendant be punished to the full 
extent of the law for willful violation. The de- 
tense showed the written permit to enlarge the 
old shed, and also testimony to prove that the 
shed came within the provisions of the ordi- 
nance as to hight and depth. Mr. Van Buren

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened quiet but steady, with some in- 
dications of an upward movement. There was 
not much doing, and the public appetite for 
stocks did not revive, as it bad been expected to 
do with the improved tone of the market. Sev- 
eral of the prominent stocks, like Lake Spore 
and Louisville & Nashvilie, hesitated noticeably 
ufter making slight advances. 

Out of this uninteresting and aimost dubious 
market Northwest suddenly sbot up with an ad- 
vance in the common from 1384, to 148, and in 
the preferred from 155% to 165. This movement 
was a mystery to the street. It was variously 
explained by the statements that a large op- 
erator had been caught short of the stock, which 
is not at all likety, aud that a deal was in prog- 
ress for doubling the stock. But the Vanderbilt 
brokers in New York professed utter ignorance 
of any such scheme, and none of those in Chica- 
go who would be likely to be infurmed knew of 
any stock dividend. Some close observers of 
stock values express the decided opinion that 
no other explanation is needed for the rise than 
the value of the stock. 

At the close the market was irregular. 

Gossip reported that Mr. Keene's brokers were 
prominent buyers of the geueral market Tues- 
day, and they were crushing sellers the day be- 
tore, and the tradera who follow bim went 
bome long of stocks lust night. Wulle hammer- 
ing Louisville & Nashville early in the day, his 
brokers picked up a great deal of Texas & Pa- 
cific and the Omahas. Tue brokers also reported 
there were largely increased orders from Sara- 
toga to buy. It was reported that Cammack and 
Joe Mills bought in their Denver, and that Cam- 
mack also took in bis shorts in Western Uniou 
on u tip from Gould. The Gould people believe 
Western Union is going to par, and say that the 
earnings are runum over 8 per cent on the 
stock. The Gould people talk extremety bullish 
on the whole market. The bulls ia Lake Shore 
say it will sell at 125 this month. Those in Nortb- 
western preferred still insist the latter will rise 
2% points this year, and Oregon & Trays- 
continental will wo to 110 this fall, 
Tne bulis in Hannibal & St. Jo preferred talk 
110, and quote Dowd as saying it is worth just as 
much as Northwestern common. Missouri Pa- 
cific, its friends say, will surely increase its divi- 
dends to 8 per cent, and Russell Sage says it 
ought to go up to 125 before 1883. Money loaned 
down tol per cent at one time Tuesday. The 
July statement of the New York savings banks 
shows an increase of $8,000,000 in deposits since 
Jan. 1. 

The Missouri Pacific earnings for July, lack- 
ing one day, shows a decrease of $232,000. The 
loss came on the first week of July, since whicao 
the company has gained. 

Tne House Judiciary Committee have agreed 
on a bill forfeiting the Texas Pacilic land-grant. 

Kiernan’s News Letter said it was rumored that 
Messrs. Keene and Woerishoeffer some days ago 
began to get prices lower; that on Saturday 
Sage joined in the movement. but Tuesday be- 
came nervous and began to buy. Gould aiso in- 
spired buying and all interests joined. Another 
statement is that Keene put up prices to shnt 
out the short interest in the room and to get 
traders’ stock. Kiernan thinks the market ran 
away from people who like to buy at their own 
prices. 

London sold the general list all day Tuesday 
and cables indicated a continuance of selling 
Wednesday. Sales of bonds by London are light. 
The Continent is buying bonds. Representa- 
tives of Union Pacific and of Burlumton & 
Quincy met for further consideration of the Col, 
orado pooling agreement. Au officer of the 
Union Pacific Compaoy said a day or two ago 
that the difficulties would soon be settled. A 
railroad man cognizant of the intentions of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy said that the Col- 
rado pool agreement would probably be signed 
in Boston today. Itis reported on good author- 
ty that the Union Pacific Company will with- 
draw its demand requiring the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Company to abstain from tur- 
ther extension of its lines in Colorado. The Van- 
derbilt and Flower following were large buyers 
of the Omahas. Brokers supposed to represent 
Mr. Keene bought heavily. insiders say the 
stocks are intrinsically worth much more than 
current prices and will go higher. Orders were 
received Tuesday morning to take all the Lake 
Shore offered below 115. The Vanderbilt follow- 
ing at Saratoga is bullish on the stock, altbough 
the feeling is not bealthful. Mr. Vanderbiit is 
quoted as saying that Lake Shore will sell at 125 
by Aug. 8 

The weakness of some of the other stocks 
suggested the idea to some that Northwestern 
might have been advanced to enable sales of 
other stocks.

THE PRINCIPAL POINT OF SCENIC INTEREST 
inthe Dells. The entrance to the canon is on 
the west bank of the nver, and has the ap- 
pearance of a wide break in the wall of rocks 
which shuts in the river. A board walk 
leads into it, rinning through a wide passage- 
way between the two rocky blutfs, and by 
following this to the left for some distance 
we came upon a large, arbor-like opening, in 
the centre of which stodd refreshment rooms, 
and seductive lunch signs peered at us from 
every tree trunk. Not caring for any ecata- 
bles we pushed in and entered the narrow 
but by no means straight path that led inte 
the heart of the bluff. The rocky formation 
in the passageway is curious indeed. The 
walls, with their convolutions and fantastic, 
wattie-like indentations, looked as though if 
brought close together they would fit into 
one another. Bright green moss clung to 
the rocks and water trickled down from crev- 
ices in the walls forming a sluggish little 
creek beneath the boards that we were walking 
upon. The atmosphere was cold and damp, 
though the day was warm, but my guide in- 
formed me that on the hottest days in sum- 
mer the place was just as cool, while in win- 
ter it appeared warmer than the outer alr. 
Vceasionally we would come upon the name 
of some individual carved in or painted on 
the rocks, and these names 1 saw all through 
the Delis, some in the most out of the way 
and inaccessible spots, but 1 did not see a 
single advertisement among them, and my 
guide informed me that any advertiser who 
attempted to deface the rocks would be ae 
drawn, and quartered by an enrage 

populace. Carefully picking our way 
along, we came to a very. narrow 
opening, which I was told was 
known as Fat Man's Misery.” As I am 
built somewhat on the plan of a shoestring I 
had little trouble in getting through, but a 
Minnesotian of large avoirdupvis who fol- 
lowed me had some trouble in making the 
rifie. When he did get through he looked 
like a pressed fern—and that reminds me 
that the ladies go crazy over the beautiful 
ferns to be found here, and carry with them 
books and presses in which to imprison the 
delicate plant. Farther on we came upon 
„ Whirpool Chamber,” a basin-like indenta- 
tion in the lower part of the rocky wall, 
which looks as though it might have been 
hollowed out by a powerful whirlpool. We 
passed on and entered what is known 
as “the Devil's Jug.” It is a large 
hollow in the rocky walls which 
forms a jug-shaped chamber, and at 
the top is a cork in the shape of aclump ot 
green shrubbery. As I looked this over 1 
could not but think of ex-Coimmiissioner 
Waller’s remark about this formation when 
I met him at Devil’s Lake the other day. He 
has recently visited this place, and said he 
thought if some German bad that jug in 
Chieago he could makea fortune out of it 
by transtorming it into a beer-hall. The 
green trees which the Germans loved so 
dearly were at the top, and the atmosphere 
that of one of our own lake 
zephyrs. I thought as I stood there that he 
was right, and [ had begun to locate the 
lunch-counter and the wooden tables when 
my guide interrupted me and hurried me on. 
The scenery through the rest of the canon 
was a repetition of that we had seen. and it 
need not be described. 

Atter having seen all we cared to see we 
made our way back to the boat and began 
our journey upto the head of the dells. 
do not think very much of a row-boat, not 
possessing sea-legs, and 1 sat very still until 
I saw that there was a practiced hand at the 
oar. had brought with mea couple of 
champagne corks in case of emergency, but 
found no occasion to drawthem. ‘The water 
of the river has a peculiar reddish tinge, im- 
parted to it by the soil, but it is pertectly 
clean, and runs upon a hard, rocky bed. It 
is said to be excellent water for bath- 
ing purposes. As We pulled . slowly 
along under the shadow of the huge 
rocks they appeared much larger to 
me than when | saw mem from the steamer. 
The high walls are formed of sandstone, 
some hard and some soft, and it is supposed 
that atone time the river cut its channel 
through them, hewing out the curious forma- 
tions in its course. ‘The “Old Well,“ which 
wo came to first, derives its name from its 
remarkable resemblance to a well, and 
** Ruffle Rock is so named because its sides 
are marked with ruffle-like convolutions, 
The water is very deep along the rocks, and 
as the walls recede and footholds are few 
and far between poor sWimmers would stand 
but littl show for their lives if spilled in the 
drink. There aretwoor three currentsin 
the river, going in opposit diree— 
tions, and these form little eddies 
and Whirlpools which make rowing 
no child’s play. The numerous sand-bars 
are shifting continually, and the boatmen are 
obliged to make frequent trips in order to 
keep posted. 

Suddenly we heard ahead of us 


THE SHARP REPORTS OF A REVOLVER, 
and, as I had heard that there were rapids in 
the river, I asked my guide if the parties 
above us were shooting te rapids. 
lle said they were not, and pulled the boat 
uptoarocky ledge to get adrink of water 
from a spring that bubbled up froin a crevice. 
There's askunk about here,“ he said, as 
he jumped back into the boat, don't you 
smell him?” His practiced nostril, 1 con- 
fessed, had the best of me, as 
I could not detect any unusual odor. 
As we pushed away from the rock we saw 
crowded under a projecting ledge what ap- 
peared to be a ball of white and black hair. 
Ile said that it was the skunk, and that the 
marksmeh we had heard had killed it. Soon 
we caine upon an island called Steamboat 
Nock—a mass of sandstone capped by a 
clump of trees which arose on the east side 
of the river, ‘There was a boat passage back 
of it, my guide said, and we would go 
through it on our way down. 1 noticed a 
delicate blue flower springing from the rocks, 
and, on asking what it was,. was informed 
that it was a harebell, a flower which ap- 
peared partial to the rocks, and blossomed 
from them soon after the fall frosts. As we 
rounded a bend 1 saw lying on a 
ledge of rock just above the water 
what appeared to me to be a snake. Feeling 
a trifle nervous, 1 called my guide’s atten- 
tion to it, and he relieved me wonderfully by 
saying that he also saw the snake. Another 
turn was made,and we came out intoa 
broad, lake-like portion of the river called 
* Arch Cove.“ where the line of bluffs ab- 
ruptiy ended and were replaced by lowlands. 
lam informed that these are flooded when 
the water is high, and that the farms on them 
are frequently under water. It these farms 
were owned by Chicago men they would 
make up their losses by scheduling the prop- 
erty and going on bonds during the time it 
was submerged, 
was informed bv my guide that the bluffs 
on the west side of the river continued on 
for some ways, and that it 1 would consent 
to get out and walk across the courtry 
a ways | could view “Standing Rock,” a cu- 
riosity seldom visited by outsiders. As the 
country apypared more inviting than the 
water, I told him to go ahead, and he pulled 
up to the bank and tied his boat to the trunk 
of a fallen tree. A little climb brought us 
up to level country, and after pushug our 
way through a dense jungle of smart-weed 
we came acrossa quantity of flotsam and 
jetsam in the shape of old planks, which my 
guide said had been thrown up there during 
high water. We crossed a hay-tield whieh 
we happened to meet with, and then struck 
a bonanza in the shape of a wagou-road, 
which we followed tor some distance 
I was getting a bit tired of the tramp when 
Bennett turned abruptly to the left and 
started through the reeds. Suddenly he 
came to a halt and said we had struck a 
inarsh. I felt the wet mud crawl slowly up 
my pants-leg, and told him I guessed he had 
called the turn. Ile said it was hot called 
the turn.” but we had better turn though 
so we retraced our footsteps, or as many of 
theim as we could find, and reached the boat 
again.

Thesteam- 
ers are not able to make the land here at 
all times, and yesterday they sent ir pas- 
sengers over a bluff to the gulch from a land. 
ing further down the river. As we got out 
of the boat it began to sprinkle, but we 
donned our rubber clothing and 
SAILED UP THE GULCH. 
The guich differs somewhat from the cafion 
in that the approach to the narrow part is 
wider and more like a wooded glen. A little 
brook puris along it toward the river, and the 
walks are on either side of this. A short 
ways up we came upon Diamond 
Grotto ’—a little stalactic room unde! 
a ledge’ of rock. Above us on 
the rocky wall a hand-pointed 
arrow attached to a tree indicated to usa 
perfectly-formed human tace in the wall. 
This is known as Witeh’s Face,“ but it was 
not discovered until after the canon had 
been named. The entrance to the narrow 
portion of the gulch is very beautiful, and 
the rocky formations in the narrow mer 
are nearly all circular. As we moved on the 
hoarse voice of rushing waters was brought 
to my ears, and it grew more distinct as we 
keption. Suddenly we found ourselves in a 
dimly-lighted chamber known as “the Phan- 
tom Chainber,” at the further end of which 
boiled and seethed the waters of a little wa- 
terfall coming from above. The sides of the 
rocky basin which received this Water 
were carved with many names and 
dates, though how they came there 
IL cannot imagine. In the Chamber was an- 
other little natural spring, and tire water was 
cool and refreshing. ‘Che waterfall came 
from a brook two wiles up the cliff, which 
had worn its way through the sandstone and 
made its way into the river through the 
brook in the glen. : 
Mounting a flight of steps at the side of 
the waterfall we came into another narrow 
passageway, and following this up we soon 
found ourselves in alarge glen, in which 
there was an eating-house, a dapcing- 
platform, and a croquet-ground. | lt was a 
relief to get out of the chilly air or the gulch, 
and, as our tramp had made us 
hungry, we partook of a dinner, the 
equal of which 1 did not think 
could be prepared in such an out-of-the-way 
place. After satisfying our appetites we 
strolled back to the boat and started for the 
village. The rain still continued and it bid 
fair to be a wet afternoon. My guide told 
me we could go down much faster than we 
came up, as the current was with bim, and 
we made the five miles in an hour and a half, 
including stops at places of interest. A little 
way down the river we saw a party of four 
young men sitting on a bank trying to mend 
a broken oar. and we voted them in hard 
luck. Eagle's Nest.“ a rock said to have 
been used as a nest by eagles, was one of the 
missed seemg as ve came up. A 
curious formation on some of the rocks is a 
sort of rope molding, Which is very 
perfect and regular. At the canon landing 
we saw all turèee of the steambvats disgorg- 
ing the Madison excursionists, who were get- 
ting very wet, and as we passed the landing 
we caught the swell caused by the steamers 
and were rocked about considerably, much 
to my discomfort and my guide’s amusement. 
As none of the points of interest below the 
canon had beeu pointed out to me I began to 
watch closely all we were passing. ‘Tie boat 
drew up in frontof an irregular seam in the 
rock, and I was asked to listen and see if I 
did not hear the sound of distant falling wa- 
ter. My ears were not acute enough, and 1 
failed to appreciate Bumble-Bee Falls.”’ 
In a crevice at the side of the 
seain was ain impudent looking 
little frog who looxed me all over with a bad 
eye, as if to ask me what business 1 had near 
his premises. We disembarked to look over 
** Rood’s Glen,“ which is something like the 
eunon and gulf on a smaller scale. It is said 
that the fantastic ice figures in this glen or 
crater are very fine. We went on and made 
the circuit of the Steamboat Rock island. 
It rests upon beautifully formed rocks that 
resemble cornice work very much. Further 
on and above us we saw , 


was formed 


Camellia Cave,“ 
an opening in the wall which receives light 
from above and which contains a peculiar 
kind of moss that shines with a phosphores- 
cent light which is quite weird and ghostly 
after dark. An arehway further on is named 
Bass Cove,” probably because some one was 
lueky in bass fishing there some day. Run- 
ning upon a sand-bank we left the boat 
again and climbed up to view “ Artists’ 
Glen,“ whichis a very pretty svot, green 
with foliage and cool and pleasant. Just 
below here what is known asthe *“* Narrows’”’ 
begins, and the narrowest point is fifty-two 
fect from wall to wall. Slidmg Rock,“ 
which looks as though the ledges of which 
it is made up were sliding into the river, is 
the first point, and ‘* Notch Rock is the 
next. ‘This latter used to be 
DREADED BY RAFTS MEN, 

as it often caught and shattered lumber rafts 
on their way down the river. Rattlesnake 
Rock, which is so named, probably, because 
no rattlesnakes have ever been seen in this 
vicinity, is next, and a sheitered nook 
near by is called “*Blackhawk’s Cave,” 
the story being that the Indian Chieftain 
used that once as a hiding-place to escape his 
enemies. Bridge Rock is so called -be- 
cause it marks the site of a bridge which 
spanned the river,and which was washed 
away some time ago by a flood. A turn in 
the river here is called“ The Devil's Elbow.“ 
llis satanic majesty appears to be quite a 
favorit through Wisconsin, as many of her 
beauties of nature are named after him. 
Skylight Cave” is another nook in the 
rocks, the name of which explains itself. 
We rowed into it, and had a first-class view 
of the skylight, as it was very prominent, 
even in the darkness which enveloped the 
cave. A sharp, projecting point near by is 
called“ Sturgeon Rock,” and the Navy 
Yard” designates a line of rocks 
which have very much the appearance of the 
hulls of vesseis. There are scores of them, 
so they could not have been named for the 
United States Navy. “Eaton’s Grotto,” 
another pretty nook, is named for Mr. Eaton, 
the former President of Beloit College, and 
below itisaturn of the channel known as 
“Circle Bend.“ Under one of the nayy- 
yard hulls, called the “Old Warrior,“ is a 
perfect mold of a large hand, which is called 
the Grunt Hand,” and further along the 
shore is a passageway under the rocks 
known as Boat Cave.“ We rowed through 
this, and in a little niche in one corner 1 saw 
something that carried me back to home and 
friends. It was a bottle labeled C. & G. 
Sour Mash.”’ 

As we emerged from this cave we came 
upon our friends with the broken oar, who 
had succeeded in paddling down the stream 
with one whole oar, a blade, and a handle. 
One young man was evidently happy in the 
possession of a metuth-organ, and another 
played on the umbrella, while the remaining 
two worked their passage. As we passed 
mem we came upon Chapel Gorge,” which 
looks very much like a little ivy-grown 
chapel from the river, and across from it is 
“Pulpit Rock,” which is quite perfect. 
Across the river was a large sandbar, and be- 
yond it I could see the ruins of a house. My 
guide informed me that it was the old Dei! 
Tavern, and one of the first houses ever built 
in the county. It used to be frequented 
largely by “tough” lumbermen, who would fill 
3 there and raise, St. Louis. 

King turcther down the river I saw what 
looked like an old castle, but when we 
reached it 1 found it was Called * High 
Kock.” Directly across was another pro- 
jecting rock called “ Romane Rock,” and 
these rocks form what the lumbermen dubbed 

The Jaws,” because when they passed there 
they knew they were out of danger. Beyond 
— was another wide cove, And“ Chimney 
oc was the last promiient point we 
passed. The turn to the rightsoon followed: 
and we found ourselves again at our starting 
point, It was raining very hard. and 1 felt 
for the poor eXcursionists who were bound 
to get wet. The rain prevented an excur- 
sion on the lower dells, below the dam, in the 
eveuthg, and nearly every one retired early. 

The dells should be visited by ell who ad- 
mire fine scenery. An old gentleman on 
the boat yesterday told me he had traveled 
all over t 16 World, and had never gazed upon 
such magnificent scenery as lle saw here. 1 
Fuess he was right, as I have been to Evans- 
ton and South Chicago and I have never been 
more impressed by the grandeur of Nature's 
works. ishoulu think, though, that one trip 
would svilice. It has satisfied me and 1 
leave today for Green Lake, where I expect 
to arrive this evening.

RISDON MOORE. 


The Slavery-Struggie in IIlinois of 


1823-24. 

The Sketch of Goy. Coles, and the history 
of the great Slavery contest in Lilinols in 
182324, by Mr. E. B. Washburne, published 
some months since by Jansen, McClurg & Co., 
of this city, has brought to light many iner 
dents well-nigh buried in oblivion. Among 
the men who fought out that great battle of 
Freedom in the “Convention-Legislature” of 
this State in the session of 1822-23 was Ris- 
don Moore, of St. Clair County. He was a 
man of high character and intelligence, and 
of the most pronounced convictions on the 
subject of Slavery. Mr. Moore was a native 
of Delaware, but in early life removed to 
North Carolina, and later settled in Georgia, 
where he resided for twenty-two years, and 
was for several years a member of the Georgia 
Legislature. Though he became a slave- 
nolder, yet he had in his heart an abhor- 
rence of the institution of Slavery. Though 
brought up as an Episcopalian, he 
left that church to join the Methodists, a de- 
nomination more marked in its hostility to 
Slavery, Like Gov. Coles, he determined he 
would not liveain Slave State and hold slaves, 
and in 1812 he moved to St. Clair County, in 
this State. His removal from Georgia was 
probably hastened by a circumstance which 
at this day can hardly be credited. An in- 
dietment was found against him for having 
told anegro that he would be free in Heaven. 
Risdon M. Moore, a grandson of Risdon 
Moore, now a prominent citizen at San An- 
tonio, Tex., has written an interesting letter 
to Mr. Washburne in regard to his grand- 
father, and in respect of some events of his 
time connected with that supreme struggle. 
Weare permitted to publish this letter, whieh 
throws some new light on the character of 
that contest, and which, we are sure, will be 
read with pleasure by all interested in the 
history of our State: 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex... June 27, 1882.—The Hon E. 
I. Washburne,, Chicago, 1.—Sin: Pardon a tew 
lines to you from an entire stranger on your

stranger,’ and yet I did not feel so after reading 
the work referred to, as | am a grandson of Ris- 
don Moore, the rst to sign that tirst success- 
ful protest against the Slave- Power in this coun- 
try, as you term it in a letter to my brother, G. 
S. Moore, of Lebanon, III. | am not only a 
grandson, but I deem myself fortunate in ftall- 
ing heir to bis uame. as my name is Kisnon also. 
Your work is a noble tribute to as noble a band 
of men as ever lived. There were heroes before 
Agamemnon; but they had no poet, and they 
ed.“ Gov. Coles and that Anti-Slavery minor- 
ity in that Legislature of Liinois in lk22-"25 de- 
serve to tive in history asthe vanguard of tbe 
grand phalanx of Liberty. A heediess world bad 
placed its careless foot upon their oxumeciess 
graves but for you. Although I cannot remem- 
ber ever seeing my grandfatner, yet | feel that 
his inthuence has made me what | am. 

| regret not knowing of your labor, as I could 
have thrown a little more light on the record of 
my grandfather at least. Like Gov. Coles, be 
left the South to free bis siaves; but, before 
doing so, he had been indicted in Hancock 
County, Ga., for telling a poor persecuted negro 
ina class-meeting that he would be free in 
heaven; and te would have beeu convicted had 
he not had influential friends. So much for the 
spirit of Siavery in that day 1810. 

Again my grandfather was sued by a Pro- 
Slavery son-in-law for one of his ate shaves, 
white on his death-bed. My uncle claimed that 
my grandfather bad given him a young mau by 
the name of Demps. This my grandfather de- 
nied, and requested my father to defend Demps 
in court, if it took his entire estate. 
The suit lasted through -several years 
in Belleville, and is linked with my earliest 
recollections, it was closed by Demps being 
declared tree in about Isvlor’®. I was born 
in February, 1827. 

You are correct in representing that this was 
the flercest conflict ever waged in benalt of 
Freedom. Families were severed tben that were 
never reunited, and never will be. Even wom- 
en entered that cauvass with a spirit never imi- 
tated by other women in any other cause. My 
grandmotner, mv mother’s mother. whose tirst 
husband had been one ot George Rogers Clark's 
Lieutenants, who bad taken that country and 
had settled there as early as 77%, rode from a 
voting place in St. Clair County to one in Madi- 
eon County, twenty-five miles away, to influence 
a few voces on that election-day. 

Another incident will further illustrate the 
intense excitement then: The Pro-Slavery 
party had the counting of the vote in St. Clair. 
The vote at Lebancn was Anti-Convention, and 
they attempted to keep it buck to prevent its 
count. A len resolute young men—among 
whom was my father—determined to compel 
the party who had charge of the ballot then to 
take it to Belleville in time to be counted. He 
took to the woods, and they after bim with 
guns. Atter a chase of a day or so, | think it 
was, the ballot was captured, and takeu by them 
to Belleville, but not in time to have it counted 
lexrally. The Clerk was af ro-Slavery man who 
was to receive and count the votes. He had 
barred his door. The leader of my father’s 
crowd—James Brausby, whom I knew well— 
and my father took a heavy rail and stove in 
the door. Theu with ready rifles they made the 
Clerk count and enter up the Lebanon vote.

Speaking of these noble men, Mr. Wash- 
hurne says, in his Sketch of Gov, Coles: 

I wishit were in my power to do something to 
rescue from oblivion the names of these noble 
and true men in the Legislature who fought out 
the battle against the ibtroduction of Slavery 
into the State, and whose labors and influence 
contributed so much to save our Commonweaiih 
from one of the most appalling calamities ever 
visited upon a people. They were men of no 
particular distinction in their day and genera- 
tion; and there was not aman among them of 
auy great prominence. or distinguished by talent 
or cloguence. But they had great convictions 
and true courage; and, during all the long and 
fearful conflict, it could be said of them: 

No dangers daunted and no labors tired. 

Earnest as these men were, devoted and pa- 
triotic asthey were, yet itis very evident that 
they *“ builded better than they knew.“ It would 
huve seemed almost impossible at that day to 
comprebend the stupendous. consequences 
which would bave resuited from the success of 
the Sluve party. 

This generation will hardly believe that 
Risdon Moore and his colleague, George 
Churehil, after the adjournment of the Leg- 
islature and after their return to Madison 
County were burned in effigy in Troy, in 
that county, on account of their opposition to 
the call of the convention to make a Slave- 
State Constitution. The Rev. Jesse Renfro, 
a veneradle clergyman now residing at Troy,
